To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Federal 
Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of  the  main 
tasks  of  the  National  Archives,  Various  kinds  of  finding  aids  are  needed 
to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records *  and  the  first  step  in  the  records- 
description  program  is  the  compilation  of  preliminary  inventories  of  the 
material  in  the  270-odd  record  groups  to  which  the  holdings  of  the  National 
Archives  are  allocatedo 

These  inventories  are  called  ’^preliminary’*  because  they  are  provisional 
in  character o  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  records  are 
received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  material  or  to 
perfect  the  arrangement  of  the  records «  They  are  compiled  primarily  for 
internal  use*  both  as  finding  aids  to  -help  the  staff  render  efficient 
reference  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  administrative  control 
over  the  records , 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly  states 
the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  records « 

The  records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series*  that  is*  by  units 
of  records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject  or  activity 
or  that  are  arranged  serially.  Other  significant  information  about  the 
records  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes. 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records 
have  been  placed  in  final  order *  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be 
revised  and  the  word  ’* preliminary' ”>  dropped  from  the  title  of  the 
revision.  Meanwhile *  as  occasion  demands  and  time  permits *  special 
reports *  indexes*  calendars *  and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group 
will  be  prepared. 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  overall  picture  of  materials  in 
the  National  Archives  have  been  published,  A  comprehensive  Guide  to 
the  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (1948)  and  a  brief  guide *  Your 
Government’s  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950) *  have  been 
issued.  Forty-three  Reference  Information  Papers 9  which  analyze  records 
in  the  National  Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation*  small 
business*  and  India*  have  so  far  been  published.  Records  of  World  War 
I  have  been  described  in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  World  War  Agencies 
and  Their  Records ,  1917-1921*  and  those  of  Florid  War  II  in  the  two- 
volume  guide*  Federal  Records  of  Y/orld  War  II  (1950-51)  <»  Many  bodies 
of  records  of  high  research  value  have  been  edited  by  the  National 
Archives  and  reproduced  on  microfilm  as  a  form  of  publication.  Positive 
prints  of  some  4  <>700  rolls  of  this  microfilm*  described  in  the  List  of 
National  Archives  Microfilm  Publications  (1953) »  are  now  available  for 
purchase , 
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INTRODUCTION 


The  War  Relocation  Authority ,  generally  known  as  the  WRA,  was  estab¬ 
lished  within,  the  Office  for  Emergency  Management  by  Executive  Order 
9102  of  March  18,  1942,  to  assist  persons  of  Japanese  ancestry  who  had 
been  evacuated  from  the  west  coast  by  military  order  in  the  interests 
of  national  security.,  The  evacuation  had  been  authorized  previously  by 
Executive  Order  9066,  issued  February  19,  1942,  which  empowered  the 
Secretary  of  War  to  designate  military  areas  from  which  any  or  all  per¬ 
sons  could  be  excluded •  On  March  2,  1942,  Ltc  Gen*  John  Lo  De  Witt, 
Commanding  General  of  the  Western  Defense  Command,  issued  public  Proc¬ 
lamation  Noc  1  which  designated  as  Military  Area  No0  1  the  western 
halves  of  the  States  of  Washington,  Oregon,  and  California  and  the 
southern  part  of  Arizona*  In  a  statement  to  the  press,  General  De  Witt 
advised  all  persons  of  Japanese  descent  to  evacuate  voluntarily  and 
relocate  outside  the  military  zone  on  their  own  initiative*  During  the 
ensuing  voluntary  phase  of  the  evacuation,  approximately  9,000  Japanese- 
Americans  moved  inland  from  the  prescribed  areas* 

The  attitude  of  the  inland  States,  however,  was  hostile  and  on  March 
27,  1942,  by  Public  Proclamation  No*  4,  all  people  of  Japanese  ancestry 
■were  ordered  to  remain  within  Military  Area  No*  1  until  plans  were  com¬ 
pleted  for  their  controlled  evacuation*  Thereafter,  the  removal  was 
undertaken  by  a  series  of  civilian  exclusion  orders  issued  by  the  Army 
in  accordance  with  a  systematic  plan*  The  Wartime  Civil  Control  Admin 
istration,  a  civilian  agency  created  by  the  Western  Defense  Command  on 
March  11,  1942,  to  take  charge  of  the  evacuation,  established  15  assembly 
centers,  usually  at  race  tracks  or  fair  grounds,  to  provide  temporary 
gathering  places  for  the  evacuees* 

While  the  Army  was  responsible  for  the  physical  evacuation  of  the 
Japanese  people,  their  resettlement  was  considered  more  properly  the 
function  of  a  civilian  agency*  Discussions  were  held  between  represent¬ 
atives  of  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  War  Department,  and  the  Bureau 
of  the  Budget,  and  it  was  decided  to  create  a  special  war  agency  to 
handle  the  relocation  of  the  evacuated  population* 

On  March  18,  1942,  the  War  Relocation  Authority  was  established  with 
specific  authority  to  formulate  and  effectuate  a  program  for  the  removal, 
relocation,  maintenance,  and  supervision  of  the  persons  excluded  from  the 
military  areas.  These  people  were  principally  Japanese  aliens  or  United 
States  citizens  of  Japanese  descent  although  German  and  Italian  aliens 
were  also  affected.  The  Authority’s  responsibility  for  the  Germans  and 
Italians  was  limited  to  providing  financial  aid  for  their  transportation 
and  relocation;  the  Authority  did  not  house  them  in  relocation  centers* 
Once  the  initial  adjustment  was  made,  the  responsibility  for  their  wel¬ 
fare  rested  upon  the  Bureau  of  Public  Assistance  of  the  Federal  Security 
Agency. 

While  the  evacuation  was  moving  forward  the  Authority  enlisted  the 
cooperation  of  a  number  of  Federal  and  State  agencies  in  selecting  sites 
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for  relocation  centers  to  house  the  evacuees ,  The  movement  of  the  popu¬ 
lation  into  the  centers  began  in  March  and  continued  through  November, 
with  the  Wartime  Civil  Control  Administration  in  charge  of  the  physical 
details  of  the  transfer.  All  but  one  of  the  centers  were  under  WRA 
control  from  their  inception.  The  Manzanar  Center  was  transferred  from 
the  Army  to  the  WRA  on  May  31,  1942,  The  centers,  10  in  number,  and 
their  locations  were?

In  September  1943  Tule  Lake  became  a  segregation  center  to  which  were 
transferred  evacuees  who  had  expressed  a  desire  for  repatriation  to 
Japan,  those  who  had  answered  negatively  to  a  loyalty  question  at  regis¬ 
tration,  and  the  immediate  family  members  of  the  segregants  who  chose  to 
remain  with  them. 


In  the  first  few  months  of  its  existence  WRA  set  forth  relocation, 
that  is,  resettlement  of  the  evacuees  in  communities  in  nonrestricted 
areas,  as  its  main  objective.  In  accordance  with  this  policy,  citizen 
evacuees  were  permitted  to  leave  the  relocation  centers  as  early  as  July 
1942 o  During  1942,  however,  the  relocation  program  was  largely  one  of 
processing  individual  applications  for  leave,  chiefly  for  seasonal  em¬ 
ployment,  The  actual  movement  of  residents  out  of  the  centers  to  take 
up  residence  in  normal  communities  outside  the  restricted  areas  began  on 
a  large  scale  in  1943 « 

The  WRA  was  transferred  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  by  Executive 
Order  9423  of  February  16,  1944*  without  change  of  program  or  personnel. 
Shortly  thereafter  the  Authority  took  on  an  additional  responsibility. 

On  June  8,  1944 ,  the  President,  in  a  memorandum  addressed  to  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Interior,  directed  the  War  Relocation  Authority  to  administer 
a  shelter  at  Fort  Ontario,  Oswego,  No  Yo ,  for  982  European  refugees.  The 
War  Refugee  Board,  composed  of  the  Secretaries  of  State,  Treasury,  and 
War,  formulated  the  overall  policy  governing  the  shelter,  which  was  known 
as  the  Fort  Ontario  Emergency  Refugee  Shelter,  from  its  opening  in  August 
1944  until  June  6,  1943  5  when  complete  responsibility  was  transferred  to 
the  Department  of  the  Interior,  The  Authority  was  in  charge  of  the 
actual  operation  of  the  Shelter,  On  December  22,  1943,  the  President 
announced  that  the  refugees' would  be  allowed  to  apply  for  admission  to 
the  United  States  under  the  immigration  quotas  established  by  law  for 
their  respective  countries.  On  February  4,  1946,  the  Shelter  was  closed, 
and  on  February  28,  1946,  the  Authority  returned  Fort  Ontario  to  the  War 
Department, 
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On  December  17,  1944.,  the  Western  Defense  Command  revoked  the  west 
coast  general  exclusion  order ,  effective  January  2,  1945 o  Concomitant 
with  the  lifting  of  the  order ,  the  Authority  announced  plans  for  its  own 
liquidation*  Closing  dates  v/ere  scheduled  for  all  relocation  centers , 
falling  within  a  period  of  6  months  to  1  year  after  the  revocation  date* 
Nearly  every  center  closed  before  the  scheduled  time*  In  accordance  with 
an  Executive  order  of  June  25,  1946  ,  the  Authority  terminated  its  work 
on  June  30,  1946*  The  War  Agency  Liquidation  Unit  was  established  on 
June  26,  1946 ,  within  the  Department  of  the  Interior  to  liquidate  the 
affairs  of  the  WRA  and  other  war  emergency  units  in  the  Departmento 

The  organizational  structure  of  WRA  remained  very  much  the  same  during 
its  lifetime 3  with  only  minor  changes  of  administrative  nomenclature  and 
functions*  Headquarters  in  Washington  consisted  of  the  Offices  of  the 
Director  and  the  Solicitor ,  and  the  Administrative  Management ,  Reports , 
Relocation  Planning ,  Relocation,  Operations ,  Community  Management ,  and 
War  Refugee  Divisions*  The  director  was  responsible  for  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  war  relocation  program  in  accordance  with  the  Executive  order 
establishing  the  Authority,  consulted  with  the  Secretary  of  War  on  the 
coordination  of  evacuation  and  relocation  activities  and  with  the  War 
Manpower  Commission  and  other  agencies  on  the  employment  of  evacuees , 
and  cooperated  with  the  Alien  Property  Custodian  in  formulating  policies 
to  govern  the  custody  and  management  of  property  belonging  to  evacuated 
foreign  nationals*  The  first.  Director ,  Milton  S*  Eisenhower ,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  at  the  time  of  the  agency’s  creation  and  served  from  March  to 
June  1942*  He  was  succeeded  by  Dillon  S*  Mye r,  who  served  as  Director 
until  the  Authority  was  terminated  in  June  1946*  The  Office  of  the 
Solicitor  performed  all  legal  services  incidental  to  the  program  of  the 
Authority ^  advised  administration  officials  concerning  legal  aspects  of 
their  work,,  and  maintained  liaison  with  the  Department  of  Justice ,  State 
and  local  law  enforcement  officers ,  and  the  legal  departments  of  other 
Federal  and  State  agencies  with  which  the  Authority  cooperated* 

The  Administrative  Management  Division  performed  the  agency^s  ’'house¬ 
keeping”  activities  and  coordinated  administrative  management  in  Washing¬ 
ton,  the  field  offices,  and  the  relocation  centers*  The  Reports  Division 
directed  the  informational  program,  supervising  the  preparation  of  publi¬ 
cations,  releases,  photographs,  and  radio  programs*  The  Relocation 
Planning  Division  directed  the  agency ,Js  statistical  work  and  maintained 
liaison  with  the  Federal  Security  Agency,  the  State  Department,  the 
International  Red  Cross,  and  other  agencies  concerning  international 
aspects  of  the  WRA  program*  The  Relocation  Division,  a  replacement  for 
the  Employment  Division  in  a  reorganization  of  November  19435,  directed 
the  relocation  program,  which  assisted  evacuees  in  returning  to  private 
life*  The  Operations  Division,  which  superseded  the  earlier  Manufac¬ 
turing  and  Agricultural  Divisions  in  the  spring  of  1943 ,  dealt  with  the 
maintenance  and  construction  of  buildings,  farm  work,  motor  transport 
and  maintenance,  and  fire  protection  at  the  relocation  centers*  The 
Community  Management  Division  was  responsible  for  guiding  relocation 
center  activities  in  the  areas  ofg  education,  health,  welfare,  recreation, 
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community  government.,  business  enterprises,  and  internal  security*,  The 
War  Refugee  Division  was  charged  with  the  administration  of  the  Emer¬ 
gency  Refugee  Shelter  and  maintained  liaison  with  the  War  Refugee  Boards 
the  War  and  State  Departments ,  and  all  private  and  public  agencies  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  war  refugee  program..  The  chiefs  of  these  divisions 
served  in  a  staff  capacity  as  advisors  to  the  Director  and.,  either  di¬ 
rectly  or  indirectly  through  section  heads,  gave  technical  guidance  and 
assistance  to  comparable  units  in  the  relocation  centers „ 

To  provide  adequate  field  supervision  in  establishing ,  staffing ,  and 
supplying  the  relocation  centers ,  regional  offices  were  set  up  during 
1942  in  San  Francisco ,  Little  Rock.,  and  Denver 0  In  the  early  months  of 
the  Authority’s  existence  the  San  Francisco  regional  office  was  the  scene 
of  national  operations ,  and  many  headquarters  officials  conducted  busi¬ 
ness  there  for  varying  periods  of  time0  In  the  fall  of  1942  the  Authority 
discontinued  the  operation  of  the  regional  offices.,  but  skeleton  organi¬ 
zations  were  set  up  in  their  place  in  the  same  cities ,  under  a  Field  As¬ 
sistant  Director  at  headquarters ,  for  the  purpose  of  handling  public 
relations  and  liaison  activities  with  public  and  private  agencies e  Al¬ 
though  the  Denver  and  Little  Rock  offices  were  abolished  in  the  summer 
of  19449  that  at  San  Francisco  continued  in  existence  until  the  WRA  it¬ 
self  was  terminated  in  1946 *

Apart  from  the  reason  mentioned  above ,  the  San  Francisco  regional  and 
Field  Assistant  Director’s  offices  were  particularly  important  because 
of  their  key  role  in  the  administration  of  evacuee  property.,  Originally, 
when  evacuation  began,,  this  function  had  been  assumed,,  on  behalf  of  the 
Wartime  Civil  Control  Admini strati on ,  by  the  Farm  Security  Administration 
of  the  Agriculture  Department  and  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  San  Fran- 
ciscoo  The  former  handled  agricultural  property*  the  latter ,  commercial., 
residential,,  and  personal  property.,  On  August  1,  1942,,  responsibility 
for  all  evacuee  property  was  transferred  to  the  WRA,  which  established 
an  Evacuee  Property  Division  in  its  San  Francisco  regional  office  as 
custodian o  The  Division,  which  remained  in  existence  within  the  Field 
Assistant  Director’s  office  after  termination  of  the  regional  office, 
maintained  branch  offices  at  Seattle  and  Los  Angeles  and  10  large  ware¬ 
houses  in  which  were  concentrated  the  personal  properties  originally 
deposited  with  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  by  the  departing  evacuees e 

As  the  relocation  program  developed,  special  relocation  offices  were 
opened,  beginning  in  January  1943 9  to  assist  resettlement  of  the  evacuees 0 
The  country  was  divided  into  nine  areas,  the  central  offices  of  which  were 
established  at  New  York,  Cleveland,  Chicago,  New  Orleans,  Denver,  Salt 
Lake  City,  Seattle,  San  Francisco,  and  Los  Angeles,  respectively 0  Subsid¬ 
iary  district  offices,  totaling  over  50  at  peak  strength,  were  set  up  in 
other  cities  within  the  jurisdictions  of  the  area  offices 0  The  latter, 
headed  by  relocation  supervisors,  were  generally  responsible  for  reloca¬ 
tion  work  within  their  several  areas 0  The  district  offices,  functioning 
under  the  overall  guidance  of  the  area  supervisor,  restricted  their 
activities  to  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  cities  in  which  they  were 
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locatedo  The  functions  of  both  levels  we re  essentiallv  the  same*  to 
provide  the  public  with  information  about  evacuees  and  the  WRA  program, 
to  solicit  job  offers  and  forward  satisfactory  ones  to  the  relocation 
centers,  to  provide  the  Authority  with  information  about  puhlic  atti¬ 
tudes  towards  Japanese -Americans,  and  to  help  persons  relocating  with 
moving,  financial,  housing,  employment,  and  similar  problems 0 

The  organizational  structure  of  the  relocation  centers  paralleled 
that  of  the  Washington  office «  Each  center  had  at  its  head  a  project 
director  directly  responsible  to  the  Office  of  the  Director  in  Washing¬ 
ton.,  The  subordinate  divisions  at  each  center  were  similar  to  those  at 
headquarters*  a  Reports  Division,  Local  Division,  Relocation  Division, 
Community  Management  Division,  Operations  Division,  and  Administrative 
Management  Division 0  The  Relocation  Planning  Division  in  Washington, 
which  was  responsible  for  the  statistical  work  of  the  Authority,  had  no 
need  for  a  field  arm  except  for  the  gathering  of  current  statistics,  so 
the  statistical  sections  at  the  centers  were  placed  under  the  direction 
of  the  assistant  project  directors  in  charge  of  administrative  manage¬ 
ment  o 

The  organization  of  the  Emergency  Refugee  Shelter  was  similar  to  that 
of  the  relocation  centers 0  The  Shelter  Director  was  responsible  to  the 
WRA  Director  for  all  aspects  of  the  program  at  the  Shelter  <,  The  refugee 
program  officer  in  Washington  served  as  liaison  man  between  the  two  di¬ 
rectors  <>  The  Shelter's  Administrative  Management  Division  handled  fiscal, 
personnel,  and  other  administrative  matters  while  its  Internal  Security 
Section  was  charged  with  the  function  of  maintaining  law  and  orderQ 
Health  services  were  the  responsibility  of  the  Health  Section »  The  Shel¬ 
ter  Director  himself  planned  and  directed  its  educational  program,  as¬ 
sisted  by  advisory  committees „  (The  Director  accepted  the  invitation  of 
the  Oswego  Advisory  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Education  to  enroll  the 
Shelter  elementary  and  secondary  pupils  in  the  Oswego  public  and  paro¬ 
chial  schools.,)  The  Welfare  Section  obtained  and  recorded  basic  family 
and  social  history  for  each  family;  assisted  in  developing  plans  for 
postwar  adjustment  of  individuals  and  families,  and  helped  them  in 
meeting  difficult  personal  and  environmental  problems;  and  established 
and  maintained  cooperative  relations  with  public  and  private  social, 
health,  and  public  welfare  agencies  *  The  Community  Activities  Section 
was  concerned  with  the  development  and  direction  of  group  work  activities 
to  meet  the  leisure  needs  of  the  Shelter  residents  and  to  help  improve 
morale o  The  Operations  Division  was  responsible  for  construction  and 
maintenance  work,  the  manufacture  of  furniture  required  at  the  Shelter, 
and  fire  protection  activities.,  The  Solicitor's  Office  in  Washington 
furnished  necessary  legal  advice  and  services  to  the  Shelter  Director 
and  members  of  his  staff,  and  to  the  refugees,  also,  insofar  as  it  was 
feasible  to  do  soe 

The  first  Shelter  Director  was  Joseph  Ho  Smart*  On  May  19,  1943, 
he  was  succeeded  by  Malcolm  Pitts,  who  served  until  July  20,  1945,  when 
Clyde  Ho  Powers  was  appointed  Director 0  Mr0  Powers  remained  Director 
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until  the  closing  of  the  Shelters  Edward  B,  Marks,  Jr.,  served  as  Ref¬ 
ugee  Program  Officer. 

All  of  the  extant  records  of  the  War  Relocation  Authority,  with  the 
exceptions  noted  below,  have  been  transferred  to  the  National  Archives 
from  the  Interior  Department.  They  comprise  Record  Group  210,  Records 
of  the  War  Relocation  Authority,  and  amount  in  volume  to  2,277  cubic 
feet.  WRA  records  not  at  the  Archives  consist  of  the  agency's  personnel 
folders,  which  are  at  the  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Federal  Records  Center,  and 
the  individual  school  records  of  students  who  attended  the  relocation 
center  elementary  and  secondary  schools,  which  are  at  the  Washington, 

D.  C.,  Federal  Records  Center.  A  large  part  of  the  records  accumulated 
by  the  Authority  were  disposed  of  under  Congressional  authorization  by 
the  agency  itself  during  its  lifetime  and  by  the  Interior  Department  in 
subsequent  years. 

For  inventory  purposes  the  records  in  RG  210  have  been  divided  into 
three  main  groups:  (1)  headquarters  records,  (2)  field  records,  and 
(3)  records  of  agencies  other  than  WRA. 

(1)  The  headquarters  records  have  been  organized  by  type  of  record, 
rather  than  hierarchically  by  creating  unit,  because  of  the  high  per¬ 
centage  of  centralized  files  which  cut  across  organizational  lines. 

They  are  grouped  as  follows:  basic  documentation  and  informational  files, 
general  files,  evacuee  and  ’’excludee”  files,  statistical  files,  manage¬ 
ment  files,  fiscal  files,  and  personnel  files. 

(2)  The  field  records  have  been  arranged  by  type  of  field  office:  the 
regional  and  Field  Assistant  Director’s  offices  (files  exist  only  for  the 
San  Francisco  offices  in  these  classes);  the  relocation  offices;  the 
relocation  centers;  and  the  Emergency  Refugee  Shelter.  The  San  Francisco 
regional  office  and  the  San  Francisco  Field  Assistant  Director’s  office 
have  been  combined  under  a  single  heading  because  the  second  was  in  effect 
a  continuation  of  the  first  and  because  the  Evacuee  Property  Division  was  a 
subunit  of  each  in  turn. 

(3)  The  records  not  accumulated  by  WRA — but  nevertheless  a  part  of  the 
WRA  record  group — originated  with  the  Wartime  Civil  Control  Administration 
(WCCA),  the  War  Refugee  Board  (WRB),  and  the  War  Agency  Liquidation  Unit 
(WrALU)  of  the  Interior  Department,  and  have  been  arranged  in  the  order 
listed.  The  WCCA  materials,  all  microfilm  and  photostatic  copies,  were 
obtained  by  WRA  in  connection  with  the  transfer  of  evacuees  from  WCCA 
assembly  centers  to  WRA  relocation  centers;  the  WRB  series  was  inherited 
by  WRA  when  it  undertook  the  operation  of  the  Fort  Ontario  Refugee 
Shelter;  and  the  WALU  resettlement  study  files  were  allocated  to  RG  210 
when  transferred  to  the  National  Archives  upon  termination  of  the  Unit 

in  1947. 

Attached  to  the  inventory  are  two  appendixes*  the  classification  scheme 
for  the  headquarters  subject-classified  general  files  described  in  entry 
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16;  and  a  select  list  of  significant  documents *  reports*  and  studies  in 
the  record  group. 

Records  closely  related  to  those  of  the  WRA  are  maintained  by  various 
Federal  agencies  and  at  two  of  the  Federal  records  centers.  These  in¬ 
clude?  certain  administrative  records  of  the  Wartime  Civil  Control  Admin¬

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FOREWORD 


To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Federal 
Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of  the  main 
tasks  of  the  National  Archives,  Various  kinds  of  finding  aids  are  needed 
to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,  and  the  first  step  in  the  records- 
description  program  is  the  compilation  of  preliminary  inventories  of  the 
material  in  the  270-odd  record  groups  to  which  the  holdings  of  the  National 
Archives  are  allocated. 

These  inventories  are  called  "preliminary11  because  they  are  provisional 
in  character.  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  records  are 
received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  material  or  to 
perfect  the  arrangement  of  the  records.  They  are  compiled  primarily  for 
internal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  render  efficient 
reference  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  administrative  control 
over  the  records. 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly  states 
the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  records. 

The  records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is,  by  units 
of  records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject  or  activity 
or  that  are  arranged  serially.  Other  significant  information  about  the 
records  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes. 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records 
have  been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be 
revised  and  the  word  "preliminary1*  dropped  from  the  title  of  the 
revision.  Meanwhile,  as  occasion  demands  and  time  perms. ts,  special 
reports,  indexes,  calendars,  and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group 
will  be  prepared. 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  overall  picture  of  materials  in 
the  National  Archives  have  been  published*  A  comprehensive  Guide  to 
the  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (1948)  and  a  brief  guide,  Your 
Government1 s  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have  been 
issued.  Forty- three  Reference  Information  Papers,  which  analyze  records 
in  the  National  Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small 
business,  and  India,  have  so  far  been  published.  Records  of  World  War 
I  have  been  described  in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  World  War  Agencies 
and  Their  Records,  1917-1921,  and  those  of  World  War  II  in  the  two- 
volume  guide ,  Federal  Records  of  World  War  II  ( 19 50- 5 1) .  Many  bodies 
of  records  of  high  research  value  have  been  edited  by  the  National 
Archives  and  reproduced  on  microfilm  as  a  form  of  publication*  Positive 
prints  of  some  4*700  rolls  of  this  microfilm,  described  in  the  List  of 
National  Archives  Microfilm  Publications  (1953),  are  now  available  for 
purchase. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The  Defense  Mediation  Boards  the  National  War  Labor  Board,  and  the 
National  Wage  Stabilization  Board  were  established  successively  within 
the  period  1941-45  to  maintain  defense  and  wartime  production  by 
preventing  or  settling  industrial  disputes®  The  records  of  these  Boards, 
1941-47,  except  the  fiscal  records  and  personnel  folders,  are  in  the 
National  Archives  and  are  described  in  this  inventory.  A  brief  adminis¬ 
trative  history  of  each  Board  and  its  component  parts  precedes  the 
description  of  the  records©  The  personnel  folders  and  fiscal  records 
are  at  the  Federal  Records  Center,  St.  Louis,  and  the  Federal  Records 
Center,  Washington,  D.  C.,  respectively© 

The  records  of  these  Boards  amount  to  3,8 75  cubic  feet.  They  were 
received  from  the  National  War  Labor  Board,  the  Department  of  Labor 
(within  which  the  National  Wage  Stabilization  Board  was  established), 
and  the  Department  of  the  Treasury.  Measurements  for  the  individual 
series  of  records  described  in  this  inventory  are  given  in  terms  of 
linear  feet*

RECORDS  OF  THE  NATIONAL  DEFENSE  MEDIATION  BOARD,  1941-42 


The  National  Defense  Mediation  Boards  sometimes  referred  to  a  NDMB* 
was  established  in  the  Office  for  Emergency  Management  by  Executive  Order 
8716*  dated  March  19*  1941*  to  adjust  labor  disputes  in  defense  Indus— 
tries*  The  order  gave  the  Board  jurisdiction  over  controversies  threat¬ 
ening  Mto  burden  or  obstruct  the  production  or  transportation  of  equip¬ 
ment  or  materials  essential  to  national  defense {*  when  they  7/ere  certified 
to  it  by  the  Secretary  of  Labor  after  the  United  States  Conciliation 
Service  had  failed  to  effect  settlement®  The  Board  was  then  authorized 
to  make  every  reasonable  effort  to  adjust  and  settle  the  disputes  by 
assisting  the  parties  to  negotiate  agreements;  to  afford  means  for 
voluntary  arbitration;  and  to  Investigate  the  issues  in  dispute *  con¬ 
duct  hearings*  take  testimony*  make  findings  of  fact*  formulate  recom¬ 
mendations  for  settlement*  and  make  public  such  findings  and  recom¬ 
mendations  o 

The  Executive  order  establishing  the  Board  provided  that  it  be  tri¬ 
partite  in  composition*  with  3  members  representing  the  general  public* 

4  representing  the  employee*  and  4  representing  the  employer®  The 
President  was  to  appoint  one  of  the  members  representing  the  public  as 
Chairman®  Clarence  Dykstra  was  appointed  to  the  chairmanship  on  March 
19*  1941*  and  was  succeeded  on  July  2  by  William  H«  Davis®  On  April 
4*  1941*  by  Executive  Order  8731*  the  President  authorized  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  alternate  members  to  the  Board*  thereby  increasing  the  member¬ 
ship  from  11  to  41 « 

Cases  were  heard  by  panels  of  the  Board*  each  panel  consisting  of 
three  Board  members  who  represented  the  public*  labor*  and  industry® 
Although  labor  representatives  on  the  Board  were  equally  divided  between 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor  (AFL)  and  the  Congress  of  Industrial 
Organizations  (CIO)*  the  single  labor  member  of  each  panel  7/as  selected 
from  either  the  AFL  or  the  CIO  group  to  correspond  with  the  affiliation 
of  the  union  involved  in  the  dispute  under  consideration®  The  panels 
exercised  all  the  pov/ers  of  the  full  Board  in  settling  disputes®  Of 
the  118  cases  certified  to  it*  only  3  were  heard  by  the  full  Board® 

On  December  17*  1941*  after  the  outbreak  of  war*  the  President 
summoned  a  conference  of  labor  and  management  representatives  to  dis¬ 
cuss  means  of  eliminating  strikes  and  lockouts  for  the  duration  of  the 
war®  The  result  was  a  no-strike*  no-lockout  agreement  and  a  request 
by  the  parties  for  the  establishment  of  a  War  Labor  Board  to  deal  with 
disputes  that  could  not  be  resolved  through  collective  bargaining® 
Pursuant  to  this  agreement  the  President  issued  Executive  Order  9017 
on  January  12*  1942*  providing  for  the  abolition  of  the  National 
Defense  Mediation  Board  and  the  establishment  of  the  National  War  Labor 
Board®  The  ne?/  agency  assumed  jurisdiction  over  the  22  cases  pending 
before  its  predecessor  and  inherited  its  records  and  most  of  its  person¬ 
nel®  With  this  transfer  of  function  and  personnel*  most  of  the  noncase 
records  of  the  NDMB  became  an  integral  part  of  the  records  of  its 
successor  and  are  described  7/ith  the  records  of  the  National  War  Labor 
Board®  The  records  described  in  the  entries  immediately  following  amount 
to  18  cubic  feet®

RECORDS  OF  THE  NATIONAL  WAR  LABOR  BOARD,  1942-45 

The  National  War  Labor  Board,  often  referred  to  as  the  NWLB,  waa 
established  on  the  recommendation  of  the  labor-management  conference  of 
December  17,  1941,  which  had  been  called  by  the  President  to  formulate 
means  for  the  peaceful  settlement  of  labor  disputes  so  that  the  effective 
prosecution  of  the  war  would  not  be  interrupted*  Conference  members 
agreed  that  there  should  be  no  strikes  or  lockouts  for  the  duration, 
that  labor  disputes  should  be  settled  by  peaceful  means,  and  that  a 
National  War  Labor  Board  should  be  established  to  so  settle  the  disputes® 
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On  January  12,  1942,  the  President  issued  Executive  Order  9017  providing 
for  the  abolition  of  the  National  Defense  Mediation  Board  (NDMB)  and  the 
establishment  of  the  National  War  Labor  Board  within  the  Office  for 
Emergency  Management*  The  new  Board’s  primary  responsibility  was  the 
settlement  of  labor  disputes  that  threatened  to  impede  the  effective 
prosecution  of  the  war*  Like  its  predecessor,  it  handled  only  those  dis¬ 
putes,  including  wage  disputes,  certified  to  it  by  the  Secretary  of  Labor 
after  the  United  States  Conciliation  Service  had  failed  to  effect  settle¬ 
ment* 


In  handling  wage  disputes  the  Board  followed  the  policy  of  restraining 
wage  increases  to  combat  inflation,  a  procedure  in  keeping  with  the 
President’s  stabilization  message  of  April  27,  1942*  By  its  decision  in 
July  1942  in  a  steel  dispute  case,  the  Board  adopted  its  “Little  Steel 
Formula, 11  which  placed  limitations  on  the  general  wage  increases  that 
could  be  granted  to  employees  to  compensate  for  increases  in  the  cost  of 
living*  Wartime  control  of  wages  and  salaries  was  formalized,  however, 
with  the  passage  of  the  Stabilization  Act  of  October  2,  1942,  which 
authorized  and  directed  the  President  to  issue  a  general  order  stabi¬ 
lizing  prices,  wages,  and  salaries  at  the  levels  existing,  as  far  as 
practicable,  on  September  15,  1942*  On  October  3,  1942,  the  President 
issued  Executive  Order  9250,  which  established  the  Office  of  Economic 
Stabilization  and  set  forth  a  comprehensive  program  for  wage  and  salary 
stabilization*  It  provided  that  no  wage  changes,  either  increases  or 
decreases,  could  be  made  unless  approved  by  the  National  War  Labor 
Board*  The  exceptions  to  the  Board’s  jurisdiction  included  wage  adjust¬ 
ments  paid  to  railroad  workers,  who  were  subject  to  the  National  Railway 
Labor  Panel,  and  to  farm  workers  earning  less  than  $5,000  per  year;  all 
salaries  over  $5,000  per  year  and  salaries  of  nonuni onized  executive, 
administrative,  and  professional  workers,  who  were  subject  to  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Internal  Revenue;  and  wages  and  salaries  paid  by  the  United 
States  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  where  the  amount  was  fixed  by  statute* 
Under  the  wage  stabilization  program,  increases  in  wage  rates  prevailing 
on  September  15,  1942,  could  be  approved  only  to  correct  maladjustments 
or  inequalities,  to  eliminate  substandards  of  living,  to  correct  gross 
inequities,  or  to  aid  in  the  effective  prosecution  of  the  war.  More 
stringent  provisions  governing  wage  increases  were  put  into  effect  by 
Executive  Order  9328  on  April  8,  1943.  This  “hold- the- line 14  order,  as 
it  came  to  be  known,  directed  the  Board  to  authorize  only  those  increases 
uas  are  clearly  necessary  to  correct  substandards  of  living15  and  those 
allowable  under  the  Little  Steel  Formula*  These  limitations  i/vere  so 
stringent  that  the  Director  of  Economic  Stabilization  issued,  on  May  12, 
1943,  a  clarifying  directive  restoring  to  the  Board  its  authority  to 
approve  adjustments  necessary  to.  aid  in  the  effective  prosecution  of  the 
war  and  to  correct  gross  inequities.  This  directive  authorized  the 
Board  to  establish  wage-rate  brackets  covering  the  sound  and  tested  rates 
paid  by  employers  for  particular  job  classifications  in  particular 
industries  and  labor-market  areas.  All  the  rates  within  those  brackets 
were,  by  terms  of  the  directive,  to  be  regarded  as  stabilized  rates* 


Congress,  on  June  25,  1943,  gave  additional  statutory  authority  to  the 
Board  with  the  enactment  of  the  War  Labor  Disputes  (Smith-Connally)  Act© 

In  general  the  act  reaffirmed  the  existing  powers  of  the  Board  with  regard 
to  the  settlement  of  labor  disputes,  gave  it  the  added  power  of  issuing 
subpoenas,,  and  defined  certain  procedures  in  handling  dispute  cases© 

The  Board,  like  its  predecessor,  was  a  tripartite  body,  composed  of 
4  representatives  each  of  industry,  labor,  and  the  public©.  Executive 
Order  9017 ,  which  created  the  Board,  provided  also  for  4  alternate 
employer  and  4  alternate  labor  representatives  in  addition  to  the  12 
regular  members©  Thereafter,  by  a  succession  of  Executive  orders,  the 
staff  of  the  Board  was  augmented  by  the  appointment  of  associate  public 
members  who  acted  as  mediators  in  labor  disputes,  substitute  employer 
and  labor  members,  and  alternate  public  members©  At  first  membership  on 
the  Board  was  drawn  in  large  part  from  the  National  Defense  Mediation 
Board©  Two  of  the  three  members  representing  the  public  and  half  of  the 
members  representing  industry  and  labor  on  the  NDMB  were  appointed  to  the 
War  Labor  Board©  William  H©  Davis  was  designated  Chairman  and  served  in 
that  capacity  from  January  12,  1942,  to  March  8,  1945©  He  was  succeeded 
by  George  W*  Taylor  (Mar©  9— Oct©  15,  1945),  and  Lloyd  K©  Garrison  (Oct 
16-Dec©  31,  1945)© 

The  internal  organization  of  the  Board  changed  little  in  the  course 
of  its  existence©  At  the  top  level  were  the  Offices  of  the  Board  and  of 
the  Executive  Director©  The  publicity  and  informational  aspects  of  the 
Board 3 s  operations  were  handled  by  the  Public  Information  Division; 
housekeeping  functions  were  performed  by  the  Administrative  Management 
Division©  The  chief  operating  units  were  the  Disputes,  Wage  Stabiliza¬ 
tion,  and  Legal  Divisions©  The  Disputes  Division  was  responsible  mainly 
for  the  processing  of  dispute  cases  and  the  Wage  Stabilization  Division 
for  the  processing  of  applications  for  wage  adjustments  (so-called  volun¬ 
tary  cases)©  The  Legal  Division  gave  le-gal  counsel  to  the  Board  and  its 
divisions  and  was  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  the  wage  stabiliza¬ 
tion  program©  The  Board  also  established  3  tripartite  committees  to 
assist  in  processing  cases— the  New  Case,  Review,  and  Appeals  Committees© 
The  New  Case  Committee  received  and  assigned  all  dispute  cases  certified 
to  the  Board©  The  Review  Committee  received  reports  of  panels,  hearing 
officers,  and  arbitrators  in  dispute  cases,  and  recommended  appropriate 
action  in  such  cases  to  the  Board©  The  Appeals  Committee  considered 
petitions  for  review  of  directive  orders  and  rulings  of  the  Board Ss 
agents  and  recommended  to  the  Board  either  approval  or  disapproval  of  the 
petitions  to  the  Board© 

Initially,  when  its  function  was  limited  to  the  settlement  of  labor 
disputes,  the  Board  centralized  its  operation  in  Washington©  The  mount¬ 
ing  case  load  and  the  additional  job  of  administering  wage  controls,  how¬ 
ever,  necessitated  decentralization  of  its  activities©  Anticipating  a 
large  volume  of  voluntary  applications  for  wage  adjustments  following. 'the 
Issuance  of  Executive  Order  9250  on  October  3,  1942,  the  Board  announced 
on  October  29  that  it  had  arranged  with  the  Department  of  Labor  for  the 
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use  of  the  field  offices  of  the  Wage  and  Hour  and  Public  Contracts  Divi¬ 
sions  as  information  centers  and  as  headquarters  for  employers  and  unions 
for  filling  out  applications  for  wage  adjustments®  The  applications  were 
to  be  filed  with  the  Wage  and  Hour  offices,  checked  by  them,  and  then 
forwarded  to  the  nearest  regional  office  of  the  National  War  Labor  Board 
for  action®  Ten  NWLB  regional  offices  were  to  be  established,  correspond¬ 
ing  to  the  regional  offices  of  the  Office  for  flnergency  Management® 

On  November  22,  1942,  the  Board  announced  the  appointment  of  10  acting 
regional  directors  with  offices  in  Boston,  New  York  City,  Philadelphia, 
Atlanta,  Dallas,  Kansas  City,  Cleveland,  Chicago,  Denver,  and  San  Fran¬ 
cisco®  At  the  same  time  the  Board  appointed  regional  advisory  boards, 
with  4  representatives  each  for  labor,  industry,  and  the  public,  to 
assist  the  regional  directors  in  the  administration  of  the  wage-stabili¬ 
zation  program®  The  authority  of  the  regional  directors  was  limited® 

They  could  approve  only  those  applications  for  wage  increases  that  were 
allowable  'under  the  Little  Steel  Formula  and  that  were  submitted  by 
companies  included  within  29  specified  industries®  All  other  requests 
for  increases  were  forwarded  to  Washington  for  final  action  by  the 
National  Board  after  analysis  by  the  regional  directors® 

The  steadily  growing  number  of  dispute  cases  led  the  Board  to 
decentralize  its  dispute  functions®  In  December  1942  it  was  decided  to 
reconstitute  the  regional  advisory  boards  as  regional  war  labor  boards 
with  power  to  make  final  decisions  in  both  voluntary  and  dispute  cases® 

The  National  Board  was  to  act  as  a  court  of  appeals  except  in  cases  of 
national  significance  or  of  major  policy  determination®  In  such  cases 
the  National  Board  reserved  the  right  to  assume  jurisdiction®  On 
January  21,  1943,  the  Board  announced  that  it  was  establishing  12 
regional  boards,  2  new  regions  having  been  created  in  addition  to  the 
existing  10®  The  regional  directors  were  designated  as  chairmen  of  the 
boards®  The  Region  II  Board  was  the  first  to  start  functioning,  and 
by  March  21,  1943,  all  of  the  regional  boards  were  in  operation®  In 
June  1944  the  Territorial  War  Labor  Board  for  Hawaii  was  established® 

The  regional  boards  were  patterned  after  the  National  Board  not  only 
in  function  but  also  in  organization®  Since  the  enforcement  program 
was  administered  chiefly  in  the  regions,  the  regional  boards  established 
tripartite  enforcement  divisions  to  conduct  hearings  and  make  decisions* 

The  National  War  Labor  Board  further  extended  its  decentralization 
program  by  creating  special  tripartite  industry  commissions  and  panels 
to  deal  with  particular  industries  on  a  national  rather  than  on  a 
regional  basis,  chiefly  because  technical,  economic,  and  other  factors 
called  for  industry-wide  treatment®  The  first  of  these  organizations, 
the  Metropolitan  Milk  Distributors  Commission  (later  replaced  by  a 
special  representative),  was  established  on  September  11,  1942,  and  was 
followed  by  the  West  Coast  Lumber  Commission,  the  Nonferrous  Metals 
Commission,  the  Detroit  Tool  and  Die  Commission,  the  Trucking  Com¬ 
mission,  the  Shipbuilding  Commission,  the  Newspaper  Printing  and  Pub¬ 
lishing  Panel  (later  constituted  a  commission),  the  War  Shipping  Panel, 
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the  National  Airframe  Panel,  the  Telephone  Panel  (later  constituted  a 
commission) ,  the  Meat  Packing  Commission,  the  Steel  Commission,  and  the 
Northern  and  Southern  Textile  Commissions ©  The  panels  differed  from 
the  commissions  in  that  they  made  recommendations  only  to  the  National 
Board  or  the  regional  boards  instead  of  final  decisions  subject  only  to 
appeal  to  the  National  Board © 

The  National  War  Labor  Board  utilized  as  one  of  its  agents  the  Wage 
Adjustment  Boards  established  May  29 ,  1942,  within  the  Department  of 
Labor,  which  was  given  jurisdiction  over  voluntary  and  dispute  cases  in 
the  building  and  construction  industry© 

The  War  Labor  Board  also  delegated  to  certain  Federal  agencies  the 
authority  to  approve  those  adjustments  in  the  wages  and  salaries  of  their 
employees  not  fixed  by  statute  that  would  otherwise  have  required  Board 
approval©  These  agencies  were  the  War  Department,  Office  of  Price 
Administration,  Navy  Department,  Federal  Reserve  System,,  United  States 
Employment  Service ,  Department  of  the  Interior,,  Department  of  Agricul¬ 
ture,  Tennessee  Valley  Authority,  National  Housing  Agency,  Government 
Printing  Off  ice  ,  Pan  American  Union,,  Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Corpora¬ 
tion,  War  Relocation  Authority,  Department  of  Commerce,  Federal  Security 
Agency,  and  Selective  Service  System,  each  of  which  was  required  to  make 
monthly  reports  of  their  rulings  to  the  Board© 

With  the  end  of  the  war  came  the  question  of  maintaining  wage  con¬ 
trols  during  the  reconversion  period©  The  President *s  statement  of 
August  16,  1945,  provided  for  a  substantial  curtailment  of  the  wage 
stabilization  program©  Controls  were  to  be  applied  only  to  wage  adjust¬ 
ments  that  would  result  in  requests  to  the  OPA  for  price  relief  or  in 
increased  costs  to  the  Federal  Government  in  Government  contracts© 

Direct  controls  were  to  be  maintained,  however,  in  the  building  and  con¬ 
struction  industry  by  the  Wage  Adjustment  Board©  On  September  19,  1945, 
the  National  War  Labor  Board  was  transferred  by  Executive  order  to  the 
Department  of  Labor©  On  October  16,  1945,  the  Board  announced  that  it 
would  terminate  its  existence  not  later  than  January  1,  1946©  The  plan 
for  continuing  the  stabilization  functions  of  the  Board,  however,  was 
set  forth  in  a  letter  of  November  6,  1945,  from  the  President  to  Chair-  . 
man  Lloyd  K©  Garrison©  In  it  the  President  requested  the  Board  to  create 
a  tripartite  division  to  carry  out  the  wage  stabilization  functions  until 
the  termination  of  the  Board  and  to  assign  to  the  division  members  of  the. 
Board  and  staff  personnel©  He  also  stated  that  on  termination  of  the 
Board  he  would  issue  an  Executive  order  transferring  the  personnel  sc 
assigned  and  the  functions  and  funds  of  the  division  to  a  successor  agency 
to  function  until  the  expiration  of  the  Stabilization  Act©  In  accordance 
with  this  request  the  Stabilization  Division  was  established  on  November 
6,  1945©  It  planned  the  organization  of  the  NWLB  successor,  the  National 
Wage  Stabilization  Board,  and  helped  formulate  the  wage  policy  for  the 
reconversion  period©  The  Division  went  out  of  existence  on  December  31, 
1945,  when  Executive  Order  9672  terminated  the  National  War  Labor  Board 
and  established  the  National  Wage  Stabilization  Board© 
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The  records  of  the  NWLB  headquarters  organization,  the  regional  boards, 
and  the  commissions  and  panels,  totaling  3,437  cubic  feet,  are  in  two 
general  classes-- case  records  and  other  records© 

The  headquarters  case  records  include  both  case  files  and  related 
indexes  and  transcripts  of  hearings®  The  regional  case  records  are 
described  collectively  for  all  regions  and  include  both  the  case  files 
and  any  indexes  that  were  prepared  by  an  individual  region  for  cases 
within  its  jurisdiction®  The  case  records  * of  the  commissions  and  panels 
are  also  described  collectively,  but  the  indexes  to  the  case  files  are 
described  separately  along  with  the  other  records  of  the  individual  com¬ 
mission  or  panel© 

Most  of  the  other  records  of  the  headquarters  organization,  the 
regional  offices,  and  the  commissions  and  panels  are  described  sepa¬ 
rately  under  the  unit  that  created  them®  The  Historical  and  Policy  Docu¬ 
mentation  Files,  however,  set  up  by  each  region  at  the  direction  of  and 
according  to  a  guide  (reproduced  as  appendix  II)  furnished  by  the  National 
Board,  are  described  collectively.  These  files  were  intended  to  establish 
master  documentation  files  for  the  regional  offices©  The  panels  and  com¬ 
missions  were  directed  to  set  up  the  same  type  of  files  and  a  guide 
(reproduced  as  appendix  III)  was  furnished  them,  but  since  only  six  com¬ 
missions  complied  with  the  directive  the  file  set  up  by  each  commission 
is  described  with  the  other  records  of  that  body®  Significant  documents, 
reports,  and  studies  issued  or  used  by  the  Board  are  listed  in  appendix 
I®  Many  NWLB  records  were  inherited  by  its  successor,  the  National  Wage 
Stabilization  Board,  and  are  described  with  the  records  of  that  Board© 
Where  practicable,  cross  references  have  been  made  to  pertinent  entries©

Dispute  cases  were  referred  to  the  Board  by  the  Secretary  of  Labor 
only  when  the  United  States  Conciliation  Service  failed  to  bring  about 
settlement.  All  dispute  cases  were  referred  directly  to  headquarters, 
where  each  case  was  examined  by  the  tripartite  New  Case  Committee,  which 
determined  whether  the  case  should  be  processed  by  the  Board  or  one  <5f 
its  agents.  The  case  was  then  referred  by  the  Board  (or  its  agent)  either 
to  a  tripartite  panel  or  (with  the  consent  of  the  parties)  to  a  single 
hearing  officer  or  an  arbitrator.  In  special  instances  the  Board  itself 
processed  the  case.  Panel  members,  hearing  officers,  and  arbitrators 
were  selected  from  lists  approved  by  the  Board.  The  tripartite  panel, 
after  conducting  informal  public  hearings,  prepared  findings  and  recom¬ 
mendations  on  the  issues  in  dispute,  on  the  basis  of  which  the  Board  (or 
its  agent)  made  the  final  decision.  The  hearing  officer  investigated  the 
merits  of  the  dispute  and  submitted  a  report  with  recommendations  to  the 
Board  for  appropriate  action.  The  arbitrator  made  a  final  decision,  sub¬ 
ject  to  review  by  the  Board.  In  all  cases  the  Board  (or  its  agent)  issued 
the  final  decisions  in  the  form  of  directive  orders.  Provision  was  made 
for  the  appeal  of  decisions  of  Board  agents  to  the  Board. 

The  case  files  in  this  series  are  for  major  cases  of  industrywide  or 
policy-making  significance  that  were  retained  by  the  Board  for  disposi¬ 
tion.  Cases  originally  certified  to  the  National  Defense  Mediation 
Board  but  concluded  by  the  NWLB  are  also  included.  The  files  relating 
to  cases  that  came  to  the  Board  on  appeal  from  the  regional  boards  or 
industry  commissions  were  usually  returned  to  them  and  are*  described  in 
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entries  165  and  277 •  A  typical  case  file  is  in  three  parts,  as  follows: 

1.  "Certification — Final  Agreement"  part,  containing  the  certifica¬ 
tion  of  the  case  by  the  Secretary  of  Labor  and  a  synopsis  of  action  taken 
by  the  Conciliation  Service  before  the  certification;  an  analytical 
report  in  the  form  of 'a  memorandum  (the  case-analysis  memorandum)  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  Disputes,  Research,  or  Wage  Stabilization  Divisions  of  the 
Board;  the  findings  and  recommendations  of  the  panel  and,  occasionally, 
opinions  of  panel  members;  comments  of  -the  disputants  on  the  panel 
report;  the  agreement  between  the  disputants;  the  directive  order  of 

the  Board;  and  the  official  memorandum  closing  the  case..  If  a  case  was 
submitted  to  an  arbitrator  or  referee  the  case  file  includes  either  the 
agreement  of  the  parties  to  arbitrate  or  the  request  for  the  appointment 
of  referee,  with  a  letter  of  transmittal  from  the  Secretary  of  Labor; 
the  report  of  the  Research,  Disputes,  or  Wage  Stabilization  Divisions; 
the  report  and/or  decision  of  the  arbitrator  or  referee;  the  directive 
order  of  the  Board;  and  the  official  memorandum  closing  the  case.  This 
part  of  the  case  file  is  arranged  chronologically® 

2,  "Docket  Folio,"  containing  interoffice  memoranda,  telegrams,  and 
correspondence  with  the  disputants  and  interested  parties,  relating  to 
the  issues  involved,  the  handling  of  the  case,  and  the  appointment  of 
panel  members,  referees,  and  arbitrators;  letters  and  memoranda  trans¬ 
mitting  and  commenting  upon  company  and  union  briefs,  special  reports, 
arbitration  awards,  and  the  like;  investigation  reports;  a  case  history;

The  Stabilization  Act  of  Oct*  2,  1942,  provided  a  method  for  enforcing 
the  regulations  governing  wage  stabilization.  By  regulations  of  the 
Director  of  Economic  Stabilization  the  Board  was  given  exclusive  authority 
to  determine  whether  or  not  wage  payments  were  made  in  violation  of  the 
act  and,  if  in  violation,  to  what  extent  the  prescribed  penalties  should 
be  applied.  The  enforcement  program  was  administered  chiefly  by  the 
regional  boards.  The  National  War  Labor  Board  and  the  successor  National 
Wage  Stabilization  Board  formulated  policy  and  procedures  and  transmitted 
to  the  Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue  all  regional  board  determinations  with 
respect  to  disallowances.  Two  types  of  cases  reached  the  National  Board — 
those  brought  by  the  regional  boards  for  transmittal  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Internal  Revenue  for  imposition  of  tax  disallowances  and  those  appealed 
from  rulings  of  the  regional  boards.

Records  of  the  West  Coast  Lumber  Commission 

On  September  17,  1942,  the  National  War  Labor  Board,  by  directive  order, 
established  the  West  Coast  Lumber  Commission*  Its  function  was  to  hear  and 
determine  dispute  cases  that  threatened  to  interrupt  the  production  of 
lumber  and  lumber  products  in  Oregon,  Washington,  Idaho,  Montana,  and 
California®  It  was  granted  broad  powers  to  promulgate  such  rules,  issue 
such  orders,  and  take  such  actions  relating  to  the  issues  before  it  as  were 
necessary  to  stabilize  labor  conditions  and  assure  maximum  production  in 
the  lumber  industry* 

The  power  to  rule  on  applications  for  voluntary  wage  adjustments  was 
granted  to  the  Commission  on  January  5,  1943 *  In  August  of  the  same  year 
the  Commission  was  given  authority  to  handle  the  enforcement  of  the  wage- 
stabilization  program  in  the  lumber  industry  under  its  jurisdiction®  After 
a  reorganization  in  November  1943  the  Commission  lost  its  power  of  original 
jurisdiction  over  dispute  cases  and  became  subject  both  to  the  certifica¬ 
tion  procedure  and  other  rules  of  procedure  governing  the  regional  boards* 
The  change  also  increased  the  Commission’s  membership  from  five  to  six, 
with  the  appointment  of  an  additional  public  member® 

After  the  termination  of  the  NWLB  the  Commission  continued  to  handle 
voluntary  wage  adjustments  for  the  lumber  industry,  but  it  maintained  only 
a  quasi- in dependent  existence,  since  its  rulings  were  issued  by  the  Region 
XII  Wage  Stabilization  Board  (see  entry  465)*

The  Nonferrous  Metals  Commission  y^as  preceded  by  a  five-member  Non- 
Ferrous  Metal  Stabilization  Panel  established  on  October  16,  1942,  to 
recommend  to  the  National  War  Labor  Board  specific  plans  and  policies 
for  the  stabilization  of  labor  relations  throughout  the  nonferrous 
metals  industry.  On  November  29*  1942,  the  Board  announced  the  creation 
of  the  Nonferrous  Metals  Commission,  which  y/as  given  authority  to  handle 
both  labor  disputes  and  voluntary  salary  adjustments  in  the  industry. 

The  directive  order  of  the  Board  dated  December  3,  1942,  set  forth  the 
Commission’s  functions  more  explicitly.  It  was  given  jurisdiction  over 
and  authority  to  hear  and  determine  disputes  and  requests  for  wage  and 
salary  adjustments  affecting  the  stabilization  of  the  mining,  milling, 
smelting,  and  refining  of  nonferrous  metals,  referred  to  it  by  the  Board 
or  by  the  directors  of  Regions  IX,  X,  and  XII  NWLB.  Its  decisions  were 
final,  subject  to  review  by  the  National  Board.  Actually,  hoy/ever,  until 
June  1943  the  Commission  decided  cases  for  the  entire  country,  at  its 
discretion.  After  the  issuance  of  Executive  Order  9328,  the  Board  limited 
the  Commission’s  jurisdiction  to  11  western  States  (Washington, 
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Oregon,  California,  Arizona,  New  Mexico,  Utah,  Nevada,  Idaho,  Montana, 
Colorado,  and  Wyoming) »  Texas  and  the  Black  Hills  area  of  South  Dakota 
were  later  added  to  the  Commission’s  jurisdiction® 

The  Commission,  which  had  its  headquarters  at  Denver,  Colo*,  consisted 
of  six  members  appointed  by  the  National  Board  and,  like  the  other  com¬ 
missions,  was  tripartite  in  structure*

Records  of  the  Detroit  Tool  and  Die  Commission 

The  Detroit  Tool  and  Die  Commission  was  established  December  11,  1942, 
by  directive  order  of  the  Board  to  implement  the  directive  orders  of 
October  23  and  December  11,  1942,  which  were  designed  to  prevent  soaring 
wage  rates  and  labor  pirating  in  the  Detroit  tool  and  die  market®  The 
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Commission  was  empowered  to  make  final  rulings,  subject  to  review  by  the 
National  Boards  on  all  pending  and  future  disputes  and  on  voluntary  cases 
involving  tool  and  die  workers  in  the  six-county  Detroit  area;  and  was 
also  given  enforcement  authority* 

In  the  first  few  months  of  its  existence  the  Commission  was  virtually 
autonomous*  It  reported  its  action  on  voluntary  cases  to  the  director 
of  Region  V  at  Cleveland,  but  was  not  under  the  supervision  of  that 
regional  office©  In  February  1943  the  National  Board  established  Region 
XI,  comprising  the  State  of  Michigan,  with  headquarters  in  Detroit©  The 
Commission  became,  administratively  at  least,  a  division  of  the  Region 
XI  board,  although  it  continued  to  act  independently©  Gradually,  however, 
it  was  integrated  with  the  regional  board  and  on  July  29  ^  1943,  the 
National  Board,  acting  on  the  joint  recommendation  of  the  regional  board 
and  the  Commission,  officially  reconstituted  the  body  as  the  Tool  and  Die 
Commission  of  Region  XI®  It  also  expanded  its  jurisdiction  to  include 
the  entire  State  of  Michigan©  The  rulings  and  decisions  of  the  Commission 
were  thereby  made  subject  to  regional  board  review,  and  enforcement  cases 
within  its  jurisdiction  were  brought  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
regional  board1 s  Enforcement  Division© 

At  first  the  Chairman  of  the  Commission  was  appointed  by  the  National 
Board  and  he  in  turn  chose  labor  and  industry  representatives,  serving  on 
an  ad  hoc  basis,  from  a  panel  of  names  approved  by  the  National  Board© 

In  this  respect  it  differed  from  the  other  commissions,  since  its  labor 
and  industry  representatives  were  not  full-time  employees©  After  July 
1943,  hov/ever,  the  Chairman  was  appointed  by  the  regional  board  and  was; 
assisted  by  labor  and  industry  consultants  who  were  chosen  by  the  Chair¬ 
man  from  a  panel  of  names  approved  by  the  regional  board®

by  the  appropriate  regional  boards  except  that  the  boards  could,  at  their 
discretion,  refer  any  such  cases  to  the  Commission. 
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The  Commission's  jurisdiction  was  further  limited  by  the  Board's 
directive  order  of  July  30,  1943 ,  which  specified  that  its  authority 
extend  only  to  cases  involving  employees *in  certain  designated  truck¬ 
ing  operations  (over-the-road,  local  pick-up  and  delivery,  and  transfer 
and  storage).  The  Commission's  previous  jurisdiction  over  trucking 
employees  of  businesses  other  than  those  specified  was  transferred  to 
the  regional  boards.  The  order  provided  also  that  each  region  was  to 
establish  a  standing  tripartite  trucking  panel  to  handle  the  cases 
within  its  jurisdiction.  These  panels,  the  members  of  which  were  to  be 
chosen  by  the  Commission,  were  to  make  recommendations  to  the  regional 
board  in  dispute  cases  and  to  rule  on  voluntary  applications.  The 
order  further  stated  that  wage  brackets  established  by  regional  boards 
for  trucking  employees  could  not  become  effective  until  approved  by 
the  Trucking  Commission,  and  that  appeals  from  regional  board  decisions 
filed  with  the  National  Board  were  to  be  referred  to  the  Commission  for 
recommendation.  One  further  amendment  to  the  order,  on  June  8,  1944* 
gave  the  Commission  full  jurisdiction  over  trucking  cases  in  the  District 
of  Columbia. 

The  Commission,  tripartite  in  structure,  had  only  three  members, 
appointed  by  the  National  Board,  and  had  its  headquarters  in  Washington,

The  Shipbuilding  Commission  was  established  by  directive  order  of  the 
Board  on  January  9*  1943,  to  settle  labor  disputes  and  rule  on  voluntary 
wage  and  salary  applications  in  the  shipbuilding  industry.  The  industry 
was  defined  as  including  the  construction,  conversion,  outfitting,  and 
repair  of  floating  marine  structures,  including  floating  drydocks  within 
the  continental  limits  of  the  48  States  and  the  Territory  of  Alaska, 
provided  the  activity  was  carried  on  in  the  water,  in  drydock,  in  launch¬ 
ing,  or  on  the  premises  of  a  shipyard  or  boatyard;  but  excluding  estab¬ 
lishments  owned  and  directly  operated  by  the  United  States. 

Before  this  time  wage  stabilization  for  the  industry  had  been  under¬ 
taken  by  the  Shipbuilding  Stabilization  Committee,  established  in  November 
1940  by  the  Advisory  Commission  to  the  Council  of  National  Defense.  The 
Committee,  composed  of  representatives  of  labor,  management,  and  certain 
procurement  agencies  of  the  Federal  Government,  was  later  established  as 
a  division  of  the  Office  of  Production  Management  (continued  under  the 
War  Production  Board).  The  Committee  interpreted  and  administered  the  wage 
agreements  decided  on  at  the  zone  conferences  held  in  1941  under  its 
auspices.  The  four  zones  for  which  these  uniform  wage  agreements  were 
established  were  Atlantic,  Pacific,  Great  Lakes,  and  Gulf  Coast.  Under 
the  National  War  Labor  Board8 s  order  the  Shipbuilding  Stabilization  Com¬ 
mittee  continued  to  perform  its  function  except  that  a  new  wage  rate 
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fixed  by  the  zone  standard  agreements  could  not  become  effective  unless 
approved  by  the  NWLB® 

The  Shipbuilding  Commission  consisted  of  seven  members  appointed  by 
the  MLB.  Paul  R*  Porte r,  Chairman  of  the  Shipbuilding  Stabilization 
Committee,  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Commission®  The  other  six 
members  included  two  representatives  of* labor,  two  of  management,  and 
one  representative  each  for  the  Navy  Department  and  the  United  States 
Maritime  Commission®  Action  taken  by  the  Commission  in  a  specific  case 
(Case  No.  111-671— D,  Bethlehem  Steel  Company,  Shipbuilding  Division) , 
however,  led  the  National  Board  to  believe  that  having  representatives  of 
procurement  agencies  on  the  Commission  handicapped  its  operations®  On 
August  2,  1943 ,  the  Board  passed  a  resolution  calling  for  the  termina¬ 
tion  of  the  Commission  and  the  creation  of  a  Shipbuilding  Panel®  On 
August  9*  1943,  a  new  tripartite  Shipbuilding  Commission  was  created  by 
directive  order  of  the  Board®  Its  jurisdictions  and  functions  were  the 
same  as  those  of  the  earlier  Commission,  but  its  members,  appointed  by 
the  Boards  consisted  of  two  representatives  each  for  labor,  industry,

The  Daily  Newspaper  Printing  and  Publishing  Commission  vras  preceded  by 
an  advisory  panel  that  was  created  by  order  of  the  NWLB  on  February  24* 
1943*  at  the  request  of  labor  and  industry  representatives.  The  Panel  was 
at  first  established  on  an  experimental  basis  for  an  initial  period  of  90 
days  to  provide  industry-wide  treatment  of  wage  cases  and  to  obtain  greater 
uniformity  of  treatment  within  the  industry*  Its  jurisdiction  included 
employees  in  the  mechanical,  maintenance,  mailing,  editorial,  art*  circu¬ 
lation  (including  newsboys),  commercial,  and  kindred  departments.  During 
this  experimental  period  the  Panel  reported  to  the  National  Board  for 
final  action  all  cases  processed  by  it,  both  voluntary  and  dispute.  At 
the  expiration  of  the  trial  period  the  National  Board  extended  the  life

On  June  16,  1943*  a  directive  order  of  the  Board  empoY/ered  the  Panel 
to  pass  finally,  subject  to  review  by  the  Region  VI  NWLB*  on  voluntary 
cases  w here  its  decisions  wrere  unanimous  and  where  the  proposed  adjust¬ 
ments  fell  within  the  maladjustment  formula®  In  all  other  cases,  the

The  Panel  was  reconstituted  a  commission  by  order  of  the  Board  on 
February  8,  1944*  with  final  authority  to  act  on  all  cases  within  its 
jurisdiction,  subject  to  review  by  the  National  Board.

Records  of  the  West  Coast  Aircraft  Committee 

The  West  Coast  Aircraft  Committee  was  created  on  Maisch  8,  1943,  by 
the  NWLB  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  directive  order  of  March  3, 
1943,  in  the  cases  involving  eight  west  coast  airframe  companies.  The 
order  provided  that  a  uniform  job-classification  and  wage-rate  schedule 
based  on  the  Southern  California  Aircraft  Industry  Plan  be  established 
for  factory  employees  in  each  of  the  plants. 

The  Committee  consisted  of  two  tripartite  divisions — one  for  Region 
X  and  one  for  Region  XII.  Tne  division  for  Region  X  had  five  members* 
one  representing  the  public,  and  tv^ro  each  representing  labor  and  industry; 
the  division  for  Region  XII  had  only  three  members.  All  members  were 
appointed  by  the  respective  regional  boards. 

In  carrying  opt  the  provisions  of  the  March  3  order  the  Committee 
resolved  the  differences  not  settled  by  mutual  agreement- of  the  parties 
concerned  and  determined  the  disputes  arising  on  the  meaning  or  applica¬ 
tion  of  the  order.  The  Committee fs  work  was  mainly  to  act  on  petitions 
for  the  revision  of  the  classification,  grade,  description,  or  evaluation 
of  any  job  established  by  or  under  the  March  3  directive  order.  The 
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divisions  were  also  empowered  to  issue  orders  in  any  dispute  cases  or 
rulings  in  any  voluntary  cases  arising  under  provisions  of  the  directive 
order.  These  orders  were  filed  before  issuance  with  the  respective 
regional  boards  and  became  effective  10  days  after  filing  unless  they 
were  stayed  or  disapproved  by  the  boards  within  that  timeQ 

A  directive  order  of  the  Board  dated  January  10,  1944.  amended  the 
order  establishing  the  Committee «  It  designated  the  two  divisions  as 
Division  X  and  Division  XII  to  correspond  with  the  regions  they  served. 
Tneir  duties  and  authority  remained  largely  the  same  except  that  Division 
X  was  no  longer  responsible  for  settling  individual  grievances  arising 
under  application  of  the  Southern  California  Aircraft  Industry  (often 
referred  to  as  SCAl)  Plan. 

On  August  1,  1945,  the  Committee  was  dissolved  and  its  functions 
transferred  to  the  National  Airframe  Panel.

The  War  Shipping  Panel  was  preceded  by  a  special  tripartite  panel 
created  by  the  National  War  Labor  Board  on  December  30,  1942.  Tnis 
earlier  panel  considered  applications  for  wage  adjustments  submitted  by 
the  War  Shipping  Administration  in  behalf  of  its  agents,  the  private 
shipping  operators,  and  made  recommendations  thereon  to  the  National 
Board*  Within  the  panel* s  jurisdiction  were  all  relief  and  regular 
crews  employed  on  dry  cargo  ships,  tankers,  barges,  towboats,  and  any 
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other  ships  engaged  in  offshore ,  coastwise,  harbor,  and  inland  waterways 
activities*  By  a  directive  order  of  the  Board  on  July  8,  1943,  the  panel’s 
powers  wrere  extended,  and  it  "was  named  the  bar  Shipping  Panel.  This  Panel 
w'as  authorized  to  consider  and  make  recommendations  on  all  applications 
for  wage  adjustments  and  all  labor  disputes  referred  to  it,  to  transmit 
its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  National  Board,  and  to  notify  the 
parties  concerned  of  the  final  action  of  the  Board.  Subsequent  amendments 
to  the  directive  order  in  1944  and  1945  further  enlarged  the  powers  of  the 
Panel.  It  was  given  authority  to  make  final  rulings  on  voluntary  adjust¬ 
ments,  and  to  receive  applications  for  adjustments  from  the  Wage  and  Hour 

Division  offices  of  the  Labor  Department  instead  of  through  the  regional 
boards. 

Members  of  the  Panel  were  appointed  by  the  National  Board,  two  repre¬ 
sentatives  each  for  the  public,  labor,  and  management.  The  labor  members 

were  chosen  from  unions  whose  members  were  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Panel. 

The  Panel  ceased  to  exist  with  the  termination  of  the  National  War 
Labor  Board,  and  all  voluntary  applications  formerly  within  the  Panel1 s 
jurisdiction  were  processed  by  the  headquarters  office  of  the  National 
Wage  Stabilization  Board.

Records  of  the  National  Airframe  Panel 

The  National  Airframe  Panel  was  preceded  by  the  Airframe  Disputes  Panel, 
established  on  August  20,  1943,  to  consider  and  make  recommendations  in 
wage  dispute  cases  in  the  airframe  industry.  On  June  8,  1943,  the  NWLB 
informed  the  regional  boards  that  all  cases,  voluntary  and  dispute, 
pertaining  to  the  adjustment  of  wages  and  salaries  in  the  airframe  industry 
were  to  be  sent  to  Washington  for  action.  The  Board  defined  the  airframe 
industry  as  including  the  manufacture  and  assembly  of  airplanes  and 
gliders  and  the  subassembly  of  airplane  or  glider  wings,  tails,  and  fuse¬ 
lages,  or  major  structural  parts  thereof. 

The  establishment  of  the  National  Airframe  Panel  wras  announced  on 
January  4,  1944*  The  Panel* s  jurisdiction  was  limited  to  wage  or  salary 
issues  in  major  dispute  and  voluntary  cases  that  affected  the  general  -wage 
structures  in  certain  designated  airframe  companies  known  as  the  M listed 
companies.”  In  these  cases  the  Panel  made  recommendations  and  presented 
findings  of  fact  to  the  National  Board.  In  addition  the  Panel  performed 
certain  liaison  functions  for  the  West  Coast  Aircraft  Committee^ and  the 
National  Board. 

On  August  9 5  1944,  the  Board  revised  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Panel  to 
include  all  dispute  and  voluntary  cases  involving  some  thirty-five  air¬ 
frame  companies,  instead  of  only  major  cases  involving  wage  or  salary 
issues.  Under  certain  limited  circumstances  it  was  also  given  authority 
to  make  final  rulings  on  voluntary  cases,  but  in  all  dispute  cases  It 
continued  to  submit  its  recommendations  to  the  National  Board  for  final 
action.  On  August  1,  1945,  the  Panel  inherited  the  functions  of  the  West 
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Coast  Aircraft  Committee ,  which  went  out  of  exis fence . 

The  Panel  consisted  of  five  members  appointed  by  the  National  Boards 
one  representing  the  public  and  acting  as  chairman  and  two  each  representing 
labor  and  management.  It  went  out  o?  existence  with  the  termination  of 
the  National  War  Labor  Board.  Thereafter  voluntary  cases  for  the  airframe 
industry  were  processed  by  the  headquarters  office  of  the  National  Wage 
Stabilization  Board.

The  Steel  Commission  was  created  on  March  30,  1945,  in  accordance  with 
the  directive  order  of  November  25,  1944,  in  the  basic  steel  case  (case 
No.  1H-6230-D,  Carnegie  Illinois  Steel  Corp. ,  et  al,  one  of  the  case  files 
described  in  entry  8;  auxiliary  case  files  are  described  in  entry  13)® 

The  Commissions  function  was  to  administer  Section  X  (3)  of  the  order, 
which  provided  for  collective  bargaining  negotiations  to  eliminate 
intraplant  wage-rate  inequities  and  either  to  approve  the  agreements  or 
to  resolve  the  disputes  resulting  therefrom.  Tne  Commission’s  juris¬ 
diction  extended  only  to  the  86  steel  companies  covered  by  the  November 
25  directive  and  such  others  as  the  Board  designated..  The  rulings  and 
orders  of  the  Commission  were  given  the  same  status  and  were  subject  to 
the  same  review  procedures  as  were  the  rulings  and  orders  of  the  regional 
boards. 

On  November  2,  1945,  the  Board  issued  an  amended  directive  order  that 
eliminated  its  right  of  review  of  the  Commission’s  rulings  and  orders 
and  provided  that  the  Commission  was  to  prescribe  its  own  rules,  including 
those  governing  petitions  for  reconsideration.  This  was  to  be  done  after- 
consultation  with  the  parties  under  the  Commissions  jurisdiction. 

The  Commission  was  tripartite  in  structure  and  consisted  of  six 
members  appointed  by  the  National  Board.  The  public  members  served  as 
cochairmen. 

Executive  Order  9672  of  December  31,  1945,  which  terminated  the 
National  War  Labor  Board  and  established  the  National  Wage  Stabilization 
Board  as  its  successor,  provided  for  the  continuance  cf  the  Steel  Com¬ 
mission.  Executive  Order  9609  of  December  12,  1946,  which  terminated 
the  National  Wage  Stabilization  Board,  provided  that  the  Commission  was 
to  carry  out  its  functions  within  the  Department  of  Labor  until  such 
date  as  the  Secretary  of  Labor  might  set  for  its  termination.

post  rates  for  certain  key  occupations  in  the  industry*  The  commissions 
were  empowered  to  approve  the  agreements  and  decide  the  disputes  sub¬ 
mitted  to  them  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  directive  orders  * 

The  Southern  Textile  Commission,  with  headquarters  at  Atlanta,  Ga., 
had  in  its  jurisdiction  the  23  southern  companies  covered  by  the 
directive  orders  and  such  other  companies  as  the  Board  designated*  The 
Northern  Textile  Commission,  with  headquarters  at  Boston,  Mass*,  had 
authority  over  the  New  Ehgland,  New  York,  and  Pennsylvania  companies 
that  were  parties  to  the  order.  Each  commission  was  tripartite  in 
structure,  and  each  had  three  members  appointed  by  the  Board*  The 
rulings  and  orders  of  each  were  subject  to  stay  and  review  by  the  National 
Board.

I946-47 

Executive  Order  9672  of  December  31*  1945*  which  terminated  the 
National  War  Labor  Board*  established  the  National  Wage  Stabilization 
Board  (often  referred  to  as  the  NWSB)  within  the  Department  of  Labor  to 
administer  the  wage  and  salary  stabilization  program  during  the  recon¬ 
version  period  and  to  continue  certain  minor  dispute  functions  of  its 
predecessor.  Tie  Beard’s  chief  function  was  to  exercise  indirect  con¬ 
trols  over  wage  or  salary  increases  by  passing  on  applications  for 
approval  of  Yvage  adjustments  that  might  involve  price  relief  or  increased 
costs  to  the  Government.  Direct  Y/age  controls  were  limited  to  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  proposals  for  Y/age  decreases*  the  establishment  of  rates 
for  nev/  occupations  or  departments*  and  all  Y/age  and  salary  adjustments 
in  the  building  and  construction  industry.  The  dispute  functions*  of  the 
Board  centered  on  the  continuing  operations  of  the  tripartite  commissions 
that  had  been  established  by  the  M/LB  to  carry  out  its  directive  orders 
in  the  meat-packing*  steel*  and  textile  industries.  In  addition*  the 
NWSB  appointed  such  arbitrators  as  were  necessary  under  NWLB  orders  or 
collective  bargaining  agreements*  acted  upon  applications  arising  under 
section  5  of  the  War  Labor  Disputes  Act  dealing  Yvith  wage  adjustments 
in  plants  seized  by  the  Federal  Government*  and  received  strike  notices 


under  section  8  of  the  acto  Another  major  function  of  the  Board  was  the 
enforcement  of  alleged  violations  of  the  wage  stabilization  program® 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  was  limited  to  the  same  extent  as  the 
National  War  Labor  Board's®  Wage  adjustments  within  its  jurisdiction 
were  as  follows;  all  wages  other  than  those  of  railroad  and  agricultural 
labor]  all  salaries  of  less  than  $5,000  per  year  paid  to  any  employee  who 
was  not  employed  in  a  bona  fide  executive,  administrative,  or  professional 
capacity;  and  all  salaries  of  less  than  $5,000  per  year  paid  to  persons 
employed  in  bona  fide  executive,  administrative,  or  professional  capacities 
if  such  employees  were  represented  by  duly  recognized  or  certified  labor 
organizations.  The  Board  had  no  jurisdiction  over  wage  or  salary  increases 
required  by  the  provisions  of  the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act,  the  Walsh— 
Healey  Act,  or  the  Da vis- Bacon  Act,  nor  did  it  exercise  jurisdiction  over 
the  employees  of  Federal,  Territorial,  State,  and  local  governments e 

The  Board,  like  its  predecessor,  was  a  tripartite  body.  It  consisted 
of  six  members  appointed  by  the  President,  with  two  representatives  each 
for  labor,  industry,  and  the  public 0  Provision  was  also  made  for  the 
appointment  of  alternates*,  On  December  31,  1945,  the  President  appointed 
the  members  of  NWLB’s  Stabilization  Division  to  the  new  Board®  The  two 
members  representing  the  public  acted  as  Chairman  and  Vice  Chairman® 

Ihe  regional  organization  of  the  Board  had  been  provided  for  by  the 
Stabilization  Division  in  its  plans  for  the  successor  of  the  War  Labor 
Board®  In  November  1945  it  had  passed  a  resolution  stating  that  each  of 
the  12  regional  boards  should,  after  January  1,  1946,  be  tripartite  in 
structure  and  consist  of  6  members,  with  additional  alternates  and  sub¬ 
stitutes*  On  January  2,  1946,  the  National  Wage  Stabilization  Board 
announced  the  appointment  of  the  public,  industry,  and  labor  members  of 
its  12  regional  boards.  The  location  and  jurisdiction  of  the  regional 
boards  were  the  same  as  for  the  NWLB®  The  Territorial  Board  for  Hawraii, 
however,  was  abolished®  A  representative  of  the  National  Board  was 
temporarily  stationed  in  Hawaii  and  the  voluntary  applications  wrere  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  National  Board  for  action*  In  February/  however,  by 
resolution  of  the  National  Board,  the  San  Francisco  regional  board 
assumed  jurisdiction  over  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  and  a  representative 
of  the  Honolulu  office  of  the  Wage  and  Hour  Division  of  the  Labor  Depart¬ 
ment  acted  as  the  regional  board's  agent o  The  number  of  regions  was 
reduced  from  12  to  11  when  the  National  Board,  in  an  economy  move,  voted 
in  August  1946  to  close  the  Region  IX  office  in  Denver,  Colo®  The  States 
within  its  jurisdiction  were  assigned  to  the  boards  at  San  Francisco  and 
Kansas  City® 

Four  of  the  industry  commissions  created  by  the  National  War  Labor 
Board  continued  in  operation  under  its  successor®  Three  of  these— the 
Meat  Packing,  Steel,  and  Textile  .Commissions-- were  continued  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  the  directive  orders  of  the  NWLB,  assignments 
that  had  not  been  completed  when  that  agencv  was  terminated®  The  West 
Coast  Lumber  Commission  also  remained  in  existence  but  with  only  a 
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quasi-independent  status  since  its  cases  were  processed  by  the  Region  XII 
NWSB.  The  National  Board  processed  all  applications  for  wage  and  salary 
adjustments  formerly  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Trucking,  .Shipbuilding, 
and  Telephone  Commissions^  and  the  Airframe  and  War  Shipping  Panels. 
Applications  formerly  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Nonferrous  Metals  and 
the  Tool  and  Die  Commissions  were  handled  by  the  regional  boards  at  Denver 
and  Detroit;  respectively.  Those  formerly  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Newspaper  Commission  were  handled  by  the  regional  board  having  authority 
over  the  establishment  involved. 

Provision  was  made  for  the  continuance  of  the  Wage  Adjustment  Board 
within  the  Department  of  Labor  to  act  as  an  agent  of  the  Board  in 
exercising  direct  wage  controls  in  the  building  and  construction  industry. 
Tne  National  Wage  Stabilization  Board  revoked  all  general  orders  that  had 
granted  l*delegatedu  Government  agencies  the  authority  to  approve  the 
adjustments  of  the  wages  or  salaries  of  their  employees  not  fixed  by 
statute. 

The  internal  structure  of  the  NWLB  and  the  NWSB  was  similar.  The  Office 
of  the  Board  Members  was  responsible  for  determining  policy  and  procedure 
and  had  decision-making  authority  on  wage  and  salary  applications.  The 
tripartite  Reviewr  and  Appeals  Committees  assisted  the  Board  in  handling 
appeals.  Tne  general  conduct  of  administrative  affairs  and  relations 
between  the  National  Board;  industry  commissions^  and  the  regional  boards 
was  vested  in  an  Executive  Director  appointed  by  the  Board.  The  staff  of 
the  National  Board  consisted  of  the  two  principal  operating  divisions 
(the  Legal  and  the  Case  Analysis  and  Program  Appraisal  Divisions);  the 
Administrative'  Management  Division;  and  a  Public  Information  Office.  The 
Case  Analysis  and  Program  Appraisal  Division  prepared  analyses  of  requests 
for  wage  adjustments;-  advised  the  Board  on  all  aspects  and  problems  of  the 
wage-stabilization  program;  and  reviewed  and  kept  the  Board  informed  on 
the  status  of  the  program  in  the  regions.  The  Legal  Division  was  respond 
sible  chiefly  for  the  enforcement  program;  and.  in  addition;  gave  legal 
counsel  to  the  National  Board  and  regional  boards;  interpreted  the  rules; 
regulations;  and  Executive  orders  under  which  the  boards  operated;  and 
maintained  liaison  with  other  Government  agencies. 

¥ 

The  regional  boards  v/ere  patterned  after  the  National  Board.  In  the 
regions;  however ;  the  divisions  performing  the  same  functions  as  the 
Case  Analysis  and  Program  Appraisal  Division  were  called  Wage  Stabiliza¬ 
tion  Divisions.  The  regional  wage  stabilization  directors  were  delegated 
the  authority  on  April  4^  1946;  to  issue  rulings  on  voluntary  applications; 
subject  to  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  regional  board.  The  tripartite 
enforcement  divisions  and  the  regional  attorneys  exercised  the  enforcement 
functions  in  the  field. 

The  existence  of  the  Board  was  contingent  largely  on  the  continuance 
of  the  Emergency  Price  Control  Act  of  1942  and  the  Stabilization  Act  of 
1942  as  amended;  both  of  which  expired  June  30;  1946.  A  price-control 
extension  measure  that  made  significant  changes  in  the  price  and  wage 


* 
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control  program  was  vetoed  by  the  President  on  June  29>  1946c  ■  The  lapse 
of  the  Stabilization  Act  of  1942  presented  a  problem  to  the  Board,,  since 
its  authority  to  act  with  respect  to  wage  stabilization  depended  on 
certain  provisions  in  the  act*.  Since*  however*  it  carried  out  some  duties 
under  provision  of  the  War  Labor  Disputes  Act*  which  was  still  in  effect* 
the  Board  continued  to  function  in  the  uncertain  interim  period  until  the 
passage  of  the  Price  Control  Extension  Act  of  1946©  The  Board  took  no 
official  action  on  pending  cases*  but  it  did  accept  new  cases  for  docketing 
and  analysis*  pending  congressional  action  on  wage  stabilization 

The  Price  Control  Extension  Act  of  1946  had  the  effect  of  continuing^ 
without  modification  or  change*  the  wage  and  salary  controls  that  were  in 
effect  as  of  June  30*  1946*  On  November  9*  1946*  the  President  announced 
the  removal  of  virtually  all  price  controls  and  of  all  wage  and  salary 
controls o  Executive  Order  9001*  dated  November  9j>  1946*  formally  provided 
for  the  termination  of  wage  controls.,  In  his  statement  of  November  10* 
1946*  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  noted  that  the  NWSB  had  certain  responsi¬ 
bilities  remaining  even  after  the  discontinuance  of  wage  controls 1  namely* 
the  disposition  of  enforcement  cases*  duties  under  the  War  Labor  Disputes 
Act*  and  the  work  of  the  Steel  and  Meat  Packing . Commissions©  Executive 
Order  9809  of  December  12*  1946*  provided  for  the  termination  of  the  Board* 
effective  February  24*  1947 o  It  also  provided  that  enforcement  functions 
be  transferred  to  the  Treasury  Department*  that  functions  under  section  5 
of  the  War  Labor  Disputes  Act  be  administered  by  special  boards  constituted 
as  the  need  might  arise  by  the  Secretary  of  Labor*  that  the  functions  of 
the  Steel  Commission  be  continued  until  such  date  as  the  Secretary  of  Labor 
might  set  for  its  termination*  and  that  all  other  functions  of  the  Board 
be  transferred  to  the  Secretary  of  Labor* 

The  records  of  the  NWSB  headquarters  organization  and  the  regional 
boards  total  420  cubic  feet.  Like  the  records  of  the  NWLB  they  are  in  two 
general  categories— -case  records  and  other  records©  The  case  records 
include  the  case  files  and  related  indexes©  Case  records  for  the  regions 
are  described  collectively  and  include  any  indexes  prepared  or  used  by  a 
particular  region  as  well  as  the  case  files  for  all  regions©  Case  files 
and  related  indexes  for  NWSB  enforcement  cases*  however*  are  described 
with  the  records  of  the  NWLB  (entries  21-23  and  173-176  for  headquarters 
and  regional  cases*  respectively) .  Records  of  the  NWSB  other  than  case 
records  are  described  separately  under  the  unit  that  created  them© 

Some  records  created  by  the  NWLB  but  inherited  by  the  NWSB  are 
described  with  the  records  of  the  latter.  Wherever  practicable  cross 
references  have  been  made  to  pertinent  series©

The  procedures  for  handling  voluntary  cases  were  similar  to  those 
established  by  the  NWLB.  The  employer  -who  wished  to  make  a  wage  adjust¬

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at  the  local  office  of  the  Wage  and  Hour  Division  of  the  Labor  Department 
to  determine  whether  MSB  approval  was  required*.  If  the  office  ruled 
affirmatively,  the  applicant  filed  MSB  Form  10  for  transmittal  to  the 
National  Board  or  the  appropriate  Board  agent*.  After  an  analysis  of  the 
application  a  ruling  was  issued  by  the  NWSB  or  its  agent  either  approving 
or  denying  the  applicant’s  request.  Provision  was  made  for  the  appeal 
of  decisions  made  by  regional  wage  stabilization  directors  and  regional 
boards  to  the  National  Board*,

The  National  Board  assumed  jurisdiction  o 
in  several  ways.  It  decided  cases  appealed 
assumed  jurisdiction  at  the  request  of  its  agents;  acted  originally  on 
all  applications  that,  before  Dec*,  31,  1945,  would  have  been  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  NWLB  Trucking,  Shipbuilding,  and  Telephone  Commissions

To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Federal 
Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of  the  main 
tasks  of  the  National  Archives 0  Various  kinds  of  finding  aids  are  needed 
to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records ,  and  the  first  step  in  the  records- 
description  program  is  the  compilation  of  preliminary  inventories  of  the 
material  in  the  270-odd  record  groups  to  which  the  holdings  of  the  National 
Archives  are  allocated,, 

These  inventories  are  called  M preliminary"  because  they  are  provisional 
in  character o  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  records  are 
received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  material  or  to 
perfect  the  arrangement  of  the  records 0  They  are  compiled  primarily  for 
internal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  render  efficient 
reference  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  administrative  control 
over  the  records * 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly  states 
the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  records *  The 
records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series ,  that  is,  by  units  of 
records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject  or  activity 
or  that  are  arranged  serially,.  Other  significant  information  about  the 
records  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes . 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records 
have  been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be 
revised  and  the  word  "preliminary"  dropped  from  the  title  of  the 
revision,.  Meanwhile,  as  occasion  demands  and  time  permits,  special 
reports,  indexes,  calendars,  and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group 
will  be  preparedo 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  overall  picture  of  materials  in 
the  National  Archives  have  been  published,,  A  comprehensive  Guide  to 
the  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (1948)  and  a  brief  guide,  Your 
Governments  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have  been 
issued,,  Forty-three  Reference  Information  Papers  9  which  analyze  records 
in  the  National  Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small 
business,  and  India,  have  so  far  been  published*  Records  of  Wrorld  War 
I  have  been  described  in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  'World  War  Agencies 
and  Their  Records,  1917-1921,  and  those  of  World  War  II  in  the  two- 
volume  guide,  Federal  Records  of  World  War  II  (1950-51).  Many  bodies 
of  records  of  high  research  value  have  been  edited  by  the  National 
Archives  and  reproduced  on  microfilm  as  a  form  of  publication.  Positive

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INTRODUCTION 


On  March  2,  1934,  the  House  of  Representatives  agreed  to  House  Reso¬ 
lution  275 5  73d  Congress ,  which  had  been  submitted  on  February  20,  1934 , 
by  Representative  John  J0  McSwain,  of  .South  Carolina,  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Military  Affairs ,  to  institute  an  investigation  of  the  War 
Department o  The  resolution  provided  in  part  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  or  any  subcom¬ 
mittee  appointed  by  the  chairman ,  be,  and  is  hereby ,  authorized  and 
directed  to  inquire  into  and  investigate  the  allegations  and  charges 
that  have  been  or  may  be  made  relative  to  profiteering  and  irregu¬ 
larities  involving  the  expenditure  of  public  funds  for  national 
defense ,  the  use  and  disposition  of  surplus  property ,  and  other 
matters  in  which  the  problem  of  national  defense  in  whole  or  in 
part  is  involved;  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  said  committee,,  or  such  subcommittee  thereof , 
shall  make  a  thorough  and  exhaustive  investigation  of  all  allega¬ 
tions  and  charges  that  have  been  or  may  be  made  in  connection  with 
any  and  all  matters  pertaining  to  legislation  or  proposed  legisla¬ 
tion  coming  within  the  jurisdiction  of  said  committee ,  and  shall 
make  a  full  and  complete  report  to  the  House  of  Representatives , 
together  with  such  recommendations  as  it  deems  advisable  .  *  „  0 

The  considerations  which  led  Representative  McSwain  to  submit  the 
resolution  were  as  follows; 

o  .  »  allegations  and  charges  of  a  serious  nature  have  been  made 
relative  to  profiteering  in  military  aircraft  and  aircraft  engines 
purchased  by  the  War  Department;  the  leasing  of  public  property  by 
the  War  Department  to  private  concerns  under  terms  and  conditions 
alleged  to  be  contrary  to  public  interest;  profiteering  in  the 
purchase  of  War  Department  property;  the  awarding  of  contracts 
without  competitive  biddings  and  methods  of  purchase  of  military 
aircraft  under  which  the  aircraft  purchased  is  inferior  in  per¬ 
formance  to  the  military  aircraft  of  other  world  powers,  and  to 
the  requirements  of  National  defense  * 

House  Resolution  59,  74th  Congress,  agreed  to  by  the  House  of 
Representatives  on  January  18,  1935 *  authorized  the  Committee  on 
Military  Affairs  or  any  duly  authorized  subcommittee  thereof  to  con¬ 
tinue  the  investigation  for  the  duration  of  the  74th  Congress 0 

The  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  acting  for  the  most  part  through 
subcommittees,  conducted  public  and  executive  hearings  intermittently 
from  April  5,  1934,  to  April  15,  1936 0  Before  the  committee  appeared 
civilian  and  military  officials  of  the  War  Department,  private  persons, 
and  representatives  of  business  organizations  to  testify  with  respect 
to  certain  business  transactions  of  the  War  Department „  To  document 
these  transactions,  the  committee  examined  thousands  of  letters  and 
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other  records  from  the  files  of  the  War  Department,  of  other  Federal 
agencies ,  of  business  organizations ,  and  of  individuals.  The  work  of 
the  committee  was  facilitated  by  the  cooperation  of  the  Comptroller 
General  of  the  United  States,  who  detailed  several  trained  lawyers 
and  accountants  in  his  office  to  work  with  the  committee.  The  Bureau 
of  Internal  Revenue  and  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  also 
assisted  the  committee,  and  the  War  Department  detailed  military  repre¬ 
sentatives  to  the  committee  for  liaison  duties. 

The  committee  spent  most  of  its  time  in  the  investigation  of  Maj, 
Gen.  Benjamin  D.  Foulois,  Chief  of  the  Air  Corps;  of  Brig.  Gen. 
Alexander  E.  Williams,  Chief  of  the  Transportation  Division,  Office  of 
the  Quartermaster  General;  of  Col.  Joseph  I.  McMullen,  Judge  Advocate 
General’s  Office;  of  Lt.  Col.  Edward  L.  Hoffman,  Air  Corps;  of  Maj. 
William  R,  Gruber,  Field  Artillery;  of  the  business  transactions  of  the 
War  Department  with  the  Mercur  Corp. ,  the  Newbury  Corp.,  the  Brimley 
Corp.,  and  the  Breecot  Co.;  of  the  prevailing  practices  of  the  War 
Department  with  respect  to  the  purchase  of  aircraft  and  motor  vehicles 
for  the  Army;  of  the  transactions  of  Joseph  Silverman  with  the  War 
Department  involving  the  purchase  of  surplus  Army  goods;  and  of  the 
alleged  conspiracy  entered  into  by  Joseph  Silverman,  Frank  Speicher, 
and  others  to  make  an  unconscionable  profit  on  the  sale  of  motor 
trucks  and  passenger  cars  to  the  Federal  Government. 

The  findings  and  conclusions  derived  from  the  committee’s  investi¬ 
gation  were  embodied  in  a  series  of  reports,  which  were  submitted  by 
the  committee  to  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  course  of  the 
73rd  and  74th  Congresses:  House  Reports  1506,  2005 ,  and  2060,  73d 
Congress,  second  session;  House  Reports  3,  4,  and  1884,  74th  Congress, 
first  session;  and  House  Reports  2063,  2289,  2680,  and  3010,  74th 
Congress,  second  session.  With  the  filing  of  the  last  report  on 
June  17,  1936,  the  committee’s  investigation  of  the  War  Department 
ended.

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FOREWORD 

To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of  the 
main  tasks  of  the  National  Archives,  Various  kinds  of  finding  aids  are 
needed  to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,  and  the  first  step  in  the 
records-description  program  is  the  compilation  of  preliminary  inventories 
of  the  material  in  the  270-odd  record  groups  to  which  the  holdings  of  the 
National  Archives  are  allocated. 

These  inventories  are  called  ’’preliminary"  because  they  are  provi¬ 
sional  in  character.  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
records  are  received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  material 
or  to  perfect  the  arrangement  of  the  records*  They  are  compiled  primarily 
for  internal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  render  efficient 
reference  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  administrative  control 
over  the  records. 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly 
states  the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  rec¬ 
ords,  The  records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is, 
by  units  of  records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject 
or  activity  or  that  are  arranged  serially.  Other  significant  information 
about  the  records  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes. 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records 
have  been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be  re¬ 
vised  and  the  word  ’’preliminary”  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  revision , 
Meanwhile,  as  occasion  demands  and  time  permits,  special  reports,  indexes, 
calendars,  and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group  will  be  prepared, 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  overall  picture  of  materials  in 
the  National  Archives  have  been  published.  A  comprehensive  Guide  to 
the  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (1948)  and  a  brief  guide.  Your 
Government’s  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have  been 
issued.  Forty-three  Reference  Information  Papers,  which  analyze  records 
in  the  National  Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small  busi¬ 
ness,  and  India,  have  so  far  been  published*  Records  of  World  War  I 
have  been  described  in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  World  War  Agencies  and 
Their  Records,  1917-1921,  and  those  of  World  War  II  In  the  two-volume 
guide,  Federal  Records  of  World  War  II  (1950-51),  Many  bodies  of  rec¬ 
ords  of  high  research  value  have  been  edited  by  the  National  Archives 
and  reproduced  on  microfilm  as  a  form  of  publication.  Positive  prints 
of  some  4,700  rolls  of  this  microfilm,  described  in  the  List  of  National 
Archives  Microfilm  Publications  (1953),  are  now  available  for  purchase* 
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INTRODUCTION 


The  functions  of  the  Federal  Extension  Service  (known  as  the  Ex¬ 
tension  Service  until  1954)  are  to  coordinate  the  extension  activities 
of  the  several  bureaus  of  the  Agriculture  Department  with  those  of  the 
State  agricultural  colleges;  to  aid  farmers ,  through  the  services  of 
county  agricultural  agents  and  county  home -demon strati on  agent s,  in 
carrying  out  new  farming  and  home  enterprises;  to  make  known  the  re¬ 
sults  of  research  and  experiments  in  agriculture  and  home  economics; 
and  to  take  charge  of  displays  and  exhibits  at  fairs  and  expositions* 

In  periods  of  crisis,  such  as  drought,  depression,  or  war,  the  local 
agents  of  the  Service  carry  on  various  emergency  activities* 

"Extension  work"  in  this  context  refers  to  the  extension  of  know¬ 
ledge  and  techniques  of  agriculture  and  home  economics  to  farmers  and 
their  families  on  a  nationwide  scale*  In  the  United  States  it  had  its 
origin  in  the  early  agricultural  societies,  one  of  the  first  of  which 
was  the  Philadelphia  Society,  founded  in  1785 ,  These  societies  were 
formed  to  acquaint  their  members  with  current  agricultural  progress 
and  to  stimulate  and  improve  agriculture  in  general*  Their  activities 
were  limited  principally  to  the  dissemination  of  agricultural  informa¬ 
tion  through  publications,  newspaper  articles,  and  lectures*  By  1825 
local  farmers’  clubs  were  being  formed  and  they  increased  in  number  at 
a  rapid  rate*  These  became  centers  for  lectures  and  demonstrations  on 
subjects  of  interest  to  farmers.  Both  local  and  regional  fairs  also 
played  an  important  part  in  the  extension  movement.  States  did  not  be¬ 
gin  to  participate  in  these  activities  until  about  1852,  and  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  not  until  about  1889. 

About  1852  farmers1  institutes  came  into  being.  Sponsored  increas¬ 
ingly  by  State  agencies  as  time  went  oh,  they  became  the  chief  means  of 
carrying  on  extension  work.  The  Office  of  Experiment  Stations,  created 
in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  1888  to  administer  the  Hatch  (Agri¬ 
cultural  Experiment  Station)  Act  of  1887,  was  quick  to  see  that  these 
institutes  could  disseminate  the  results  of  its  station  experiments, 
and  the  year  after  the  Office  was  established  it  began  collecting  data 
on  the  institutes.  In  1900  a  Federal  appropriation  of  $2,000  was  made 
for  this  purpose;  by  1905  it  had  been  increased  to  $5,000,  and  the 
Office  became  a  clearinghouse  for  information  on  the  institutes.  In 
1903  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations  added  a  farmers 1  institute 
specialist  to  its  staff.  The  Office  continued  its  interest  in  the  farm¬ 
ers1  institutes  until  about  1910  when  newer  types  of  extension  work  be¬ 
gan  to  displace  them. 

Certain  other  extension  activities  were  carried  on  by  other  bureaus 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  For  example,  the  Dairy  Division  of 
the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  cooperated  extensively  for  many  years  with 
the  State  colleges  of  agriculture  in  improving  the  quality  of  dairy  pro¬ 
ducts,  increasing  sanitation  in  milk  production,  and  finding  ways  of  ex¬ 
porting  more  cheese  and  butter. 
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From  1904  until  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  1914  the  Department's 
extension  work  was  centered  chiefly  in  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry* 

In  1904  Congress  appropriated  $250,000  to  combat  the  cotton  boll  weevil, 
allocating  half  of  this  sum  to  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  the  other 
half  to  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry*  Out  of  the  latter  bureau's  money 
$40,000  was  allocated  for  the  use  of  Dr*  Seaman  A*  Knapp,  its  chief,  to 
determine  the  possibilities  of  "bringing  home  to  the  farmer  on  his  own 
farm  information  which  would  enable  him  to  grow  cotton  despite  the  pres- 
ence  of  the  weevil,"  An  Office  of  Cooperative  Demonstration  Work  was 
set  up  in  the  Bureau  to  try  out  the  idea  of  demonstrations  of  good  farm 
practices  in  the  southern  States* 

The  Office  of  Farm  Management  was  organized  in  the  Bureau  of  Plant 
Industry  in  1906  to  "investigate  and  encourage  the  adoption  of  improved 
methods  of  farm  management  and  farm  practice*"  It  placed  agents  in 
districts  comprising  two  or  more  States  to  study  farm  management  problems 
and  various  types  of  farming*  These  agents  worked  in  cooperation  with 
agricultural  colleges,  experiment  stations,  and  farmers'  organizations* 
Field  meetings,  bulletins,  newspaper  publicity,  and  demonstrations  were 
used  to  promote  more  profitable  types  of  farming  and  improved  farm  prac¬ 
tices*  Within  a  few  years  all  of  the  States  were  carrying  on  this  worka 

The  purpose  of  farm  demonstration  movements  in  both  the  South  and 
the  North  was  the  same,  namely,  to  improve  farm  practices*  While  demon¬ 
strations  in  the  South  were  set  up  on  selected  farms  and  were  concerned 
primarily  with  diversified  farming,  those  in  the  North  consisted  of  a 
study  of  farm  management  methods  and  a  demonstration  of  the  best  methods 
found. 

County  agent  work  grew  indirectly  out  of  the  pioneer  work  of  Dr* 
Knapp  in  the  South*  By  1904,  24  men  had  been  appointed  in  Texas, 
Arkansas,  and  Louisiana,  each  one  to  work  in  from  10  to  20  counties, 
most  of  which  were  accessible  to  railroads.  The  work  spread  rapidly  to 
other  States,  and  on  November  12,  1906,  the  first  county  agent,  W,  G* 
Stallings,  was  appointed  to  work  exclusively  in  one  county—Smith  County, 
Tex,  Five  years  later  the  number  of  county  agents  in  the  South  was  over 
580*  L»  Mo  Winsor  was  the  first  county  agent  in  the  North  and  West, 
being  appointed  to  serve  in  Uintah  County,  Utah,  on  March  1,  1911 «  Dur¬ 
ing  this  early  period  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  furnished  the  chief 
Federal  stimulus  to  county  agent  work,.  It  was  aided  by  State  governments 
railroads,  and  the  General  Education  Board,  which  was  established  in  1902 
by  John  D*  Rockefeller  to  promote  education  throughout  the  United  State s. 

Home  demonstration  work  in  the  South  grew  out  of  girls’  club  work 
and  by  about  1914  was  fairly  well  established*  The  first  home  demon¬ 
stration  agent  in  the  North  was  Miss  Katharine  Mills,  appointed  to  Erie 
County,  N«  I«,  in  1914,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Erie  County  Farm  Bureau 
Her  salary  came  entirely  from  non-Federal  sources.  In  the  West  the  first 
agent  was  Miss  Amy  Lyman,  appointed  to  serve  in  Sanpete  County,  Utah,  on 
July  29,  1913,  as  a  State  employee*  The  work  in  the  South  progressed  the 
most  rapidly  because  it  was  subsidized  by  the  General  Education  board* 


Boys1  and  girls’  club  work  appears  to  have  been  begun,  by  W.  B* 

Gtwell,  in  1900,  in  Macoupin  bounty,  Ill.,  and  the  first  boys’  club  in 
the  South  was  organized  in  1907  in  Holmes  County,,  Miss,  In  1909  Dr* 

Knapp  undertook  to  systematize  the  boys’  and  girls’  club  work  and  made 
the  State,  district,  and  county  agents  responsible  for  its  supervision 
and  expansion.  Girls’  canning  clubs  were  first  organized  in  the  South 
in  1910  in  Aiken  County,  S*  C.,  by  Miss  Marie  Cromer,  a  rural  school 
teacher.  In  the  northern  and  western  States  boys’  and  girls’  club  work 
developed  rapidly  after  1912,  when  0o  He  Benson,  formerly  with  Dr*  Knapp 
in  the  southern  States,  was  transferred  to  the  Office  of  Farm  Management 
and  placed  in  charge  of  that  work*  Mr*  Benson  is  largely  responsible 
for  the  broad  principles  and  methods  used  in  carrying  on  this  work  today* 

The  number  and  variety  of  extension  specialists  connected  with 
agricultural  colleges  grew  steadily  in  all  the  States,  and  the  success 
of  the  extension  movement  led  to  agitation  for  a  nationwide  extension 
system.  In  1908  the  Association  of  Land-Grant  Colleges  recommended  a 
Federal  appropriation  to  finance  such  a  unified  system,  but  up  to  1914 
the  only  Federal  funds  available  were  provided  piecemeal  by  special  pro¬ 
visions  of  annual  appropriation  acts* 

In  that  year  perhaps  the  most  important  single  piece  of  legislation 
affecting  agricultural  extension  work  was  passed— the  Smith-Lever  Act, 
approved  on  May  8,  1914  (38  State  372)*  Briefly,  this  ’’Federal  Cooperative 
Agricultural  Extension  Act”  makes  provision  for  cooperation  between  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  land-grant  colleges  in  States  whose 
legislatures  accept  the  provisions  of  the  act*  It  further  provides  that 
the  work  shall  be  carried  on  in  a  manner  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  each  State  agricultural  college  concerned* 

In  order  for  the  colleges  to  receive  their  share  of  Federal  funds,  they 
must  submit  annual  plans  for  agricultural  extension  work  to  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  and  he  must  approve  them)  they  must  maintain  certain  stand¬ 
ards  in  carrying  out  the  work)  and  the  States  must  match  the  Federal  funds* 

When  the  Smith-Lever  Act  was  passed  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Houston 
was  aware  of  the  need  for  a  reorganization  of  the  Department  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  its  research  and  regulatory  work  as  well  as  the  extension 
work*  With  Ills  estimates  for  the  year  beginning  July  I,  1915,  he  sub¬ 
mitted  to  Congress  a  plan  for  reorganizing  the  Agriculture  Department* 
Congress  accepted,  the  plan,  and  the  appropriation  for  that  year  was  made 
on  that  basis* 

By  this  reorganization  all  the  extension  activities  of  the  Office 
of  Experiment  Stations  and  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  were  consolidated 
into  a  States  Relations  Service,  which  consisted  of  the  Office  of  the 
Director,  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations,  the  Office  of  Extension  Wprk 
in  the  South,  the  Office  of  Extension  Work  in  the  North  and  West,  and  the 
Office  of  Home  Economics*  Within  a  few  years  the  extension  work  had  ex¬ 
panded  and  developed  into  a  unified  national  system*  It  no  longer  seemed 
necessary  to  maintain,  the  two  geographic  units*  They  were  therefore 
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combined  in  1921  into  the  Office  of  Cooperative  Extension  Work®  The  new 
Office  also  took  over  the  functions  of  the  Office  of  Exhibits  of  the 
Secretary’s  Office  and  the  Office  of  Motion  Pictures  of  the  Division  of 
Publications  and  continued  as  a  part  of  the  States  Relations  Service  up 
to  the  time  of  its  abolishment  on  June  30,  1923 0 

Authority  for  creation  of  the  Extension  Service  is  contained  in 
Secretary’s  Memorandum  436,  effective  July  1,  1923,  and  the  provision 
for  its  financing  was  made  in  the  Agricultural  Appropriation  Act  of  1924 
(42  Stat0  1289).  The  memorandum  established  an  Office  of  the  Director 
of  Extension  Work  in  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  and  a  position  of  di¬ 
rector  to  have  charge  of  it,  and  transferred  the  Office  of  Cooperative 
Extension  Work  to  the  new  Office* 

On  January  15,  1926,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  transferred  to 
the  Extension  Service  the  Office  of  Agricultural  Instruction,  formerly 
a  part  of  his  own  Office,  and  in  1927  this  Office  was  consolidated  with 
the  Office  of  Cooperative  Extension  Work*  In  1933  the  Extension  Service 
consisted  of  the  Office  of  the  Director  of  Extension  Work,  containing  a 
Section  of  Business  Management  and  Personnel;  the  Office  of  Motion  Pic¬ 
tures;  the  Office  of  Cooperative  Extension  Work;  the  Office  of  Exhibits; 
and  the  Field  Service,  which  operated  in  cooperation  with  the  States 
and  consisted  of  about  6,000  field  workers*  After  a  1939  reorganization 
the  Service  included  a  Director  and  Assistant  Director  of  Extension  Work 
and  the  Divisions  of  Business  Administration,  Field  Coordination,  Subject- 
Matter,  and  Information*^'  In  1942  the  Motion  Picture  and  the  Agricultural 
Exhibits  Sections  were  transferred  to  the  Department’s  Office  of  Informa¬ 
tion. 


By  Executive  Order  9322  of  March  26,  1943,  the  Extension  Service 
was  made  a  part  of  the  Admini strati on  of  Food  Production  and  Distribution, 
subsequently  renamed  the  War  Food  Administration  (WFA)  by  Executive  Order 
9334  of  April  19,  1943*  The  Extension  Service  was  given  responsibility 
for  the  educational  programs  dealing  with  food  production  and  conservation* 
When  the  WFA  was  terminated  by  Executive  Order  9577  of  June  29,  1945,  and 
its  functions  were  transferred  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the  Ex¬ 
tension  Service  resumed  its  old  place  as  one  of  the  bureaus  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment* 


In  accordance  with  Reorganization  Plan  2  of  1953  the  Secretary  reor¬ 
ganized  the  Department,  effective  January  2,  1954.  The  Extension  Service, 
together  with  three  other  so-called  service  agencies,  was  placed  in  a 
Federal-States  Relations  Group  under  the  control  of  an  assistant  secre¬ 
tary  appointed  for  the  purpose.  Renamed  the  Federal  Extension  Service, 


^For  a  detailed  history  of  extension  work  up  to  the  passage  of  the

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the  bureau  had  already  undergone  an  internal  reorganisation  involving 
largely  the  renaming  of  most  divisions „  Several  new  ones  were  created  but 
they  were  given  functions  already  performed  over  a  long  period  of  time* 

The  provisions  of  the  basic  law  authorizing  the  Federal  Government 
to  participate  in  cooperative  extension  work,  the  Smith-Lever  Act,  have 
been  discussed  above*  From  time  to  time  other  laws  were  passed  extending 
the  scope  of  the  work*  Section  5  of  the  Clarke-McNary  Act,  approved 
June  7,  1924  (43  Stat*  653),  authorized  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture, 

in  cooperation  with  State  officials  or  other  suitable  agencies,  Hto  assist 
the  owners  of  farms  in  establishing,  improving,  and  renewing  woodlots, 
shelter  belts,  windbreaks,  and  other  valuable  forest  growth,  and  in  grow¬ 
ing  and  renewing  useful  timber  crops . 11  An  act  approved  May  16,  1928 
(45  Stat.  571),  extended  the  benefits  of  the  Smith-Lever  Act  to  Hawaii,, 

The  Capper-Ketcham  Act,  approved  May  22,  1928  (45  Stat*  711),  authorized 
additional  funds  for  agricultural  extension  work,  at  least  80  percent  of 
which  were  to  be  used  for  paying  salaries  of  extension  agents  lfto  further 
develop  the  cooperative  extension  system  in  agriculture  and  home  economics 
with  men,  women,  boys,  and  girls. u  Alaska  was  brought  into  the  extension 
program  by  an  act  approved  February  23,  1929  (45  Stat*  1256),  and  Puerto 
Rico  by  an  act  approved  March  4,  1931  (46  Stat.  1520).  Section  21  of  the 
Bankhead- Jones  Act,  approved  June  29,  1935  (49  Stat*  436),  again  increased 
the  amounts  authorized  for  agricultural  extension  work  and  provided  that 
the  additional  funds  did  not  have  to  be  matched  with  State  funds.  The 
Norris-Doxey  Act,  properly  known  as  the  Cooperative  Farm  Forestry  Act, 
approved  May  18,  1937  (50  Stat.  188),  authorized  funds  for  the  use  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  certain  cooperating  agencies  nin  order  to  aid 
agriculture,  increase  farm-forest  income,  conserve  water  resources,  in¬ 
crease  employment,  and  in  other  ways  advance  the  general  welfare  and  im¬ 
prove  living  conditions  on  farms  through  reforestation  and  afforestation 
in  the  various  States  and  Territories. ,f  Funds  authorized  for  cooperative 
extension  work  were  again  increased  by  an  act  of  April  24,  1939  (53  Stat, 
589),  and  by  the  Bankhead-Flannagan  Act,  approved  June  6,  1945  (59  Stat. 
231 )«£  This  basic  legislation  was  further  modified  by  some  of  the  acts 
appropriating  Federal  funds  for  extension  work.  By  an  act  approved  June 
26,  1953  (67  Stat*  83),  most  of  the  laws  referred  to  above,  except  the 
Clarke-McNary  Act  and  the  Norris-Doxey  Act,  were  repealed  and  their  pro¬ 
visions  were  incorporated  in  this  amended  version  of  the  Smith-Lever  Act®

Annual  Narrative  and  Statistical  Reports 

Annual  reporting  on  extension  work  by  individual  employees  in  the  field 
is  required  by  the  basic  extension  law,  the  Smith-Lever  Act,  and  certain 
subsequent  acts.  The  annual  narrative  and  statistical  reports  are  sub¬ 
mitted  by  (1)  State  or  Territorial  officials  and  leaders,  (2)  subject- 
matter  specialists,  and  (3)  county  agents.  In  general,  prior  to  1917, 
only  State  officials  and  county  agents  submitted  reports;  after  that  year, 
other  extension  employees  were  also  required  to  do  soe 

In  each  State  or  Territory  a  director  of  extension  work  supervises 
all  extension  work  in  agriculture  and  home  economics  of  both  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  State  agricultural  college. 

Over  him  is  the  dean  of  the  school  of  agriculture  or  the  president  of 
the  State  agricultural  college.  The  college  delegates  all  matters  re¬ 
lating  to  extension  work  and  home  economics  to  the  director.  He  hires 
and  dismisses  all  field  extension  employees,  keeps  records  and  accounts 
of  the  work  done,  prepares  annual  estimates  of  funds,  and  has  direct  li¬ 
aison  with  the  Department  in  Vfashington.  He  also  represents  the  agri¬ 
cultural  colleges  in  national  and  regional  extension  conferences.  He  is 
aided  by  an  assistant  director,  subject-matter  specialists,  and  State 
leaders. 

The  subject-matter  specialists  are  authorities  in  many  fields,  such 
as  agronomy,  economics,  horticulture,  nutrition,  and  clothing.  Their 
primary  purpose  is  to  bring  to  the  county  extension  agents  the  latest 
technical  knowledge  and  practices  in  their  fields. 

The  men  and  women  who  organize  counties  for  extension  work  on  a 
Statewide  basis  are  called  State  leaders  or,  in  a  few  States,  State 
agents.  There  are  several  kinds  of  State  leaders:  county  agent  leaders. 
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who  supervise  the  work  of  county  agricultural  agents;  home  demonstration 
leaders,  who  supervise  the  work  of  home  demonstration  agents;  and  boys1 
and  girls’  club  leaders,  who  supervise  the  work  of  county  club  agents  or 
guide  the  club  work  of  county  agricultural  and  home  demonstration  agents* 
Aiding  the  State  leaders  or  agents  are  assistant  State  leaders  or,  as  they 
have  been  called  in  Southern  States,  district  agents*  A  State  usually 
employs  one  State  leader  in  each  line  of  work  and  one  assistant  State 
leader,  or  district  agent,  to  each  15  or  20  counties  having  agricultural 
or  home  demonstration  agents* 

Most  of  the  so-called  ’’field  reports”  of  the  Extension  Service  are 
submitted  by  the  county  agents*  In  most  States  and  Territories  there 
are  three  types  of  agents:  county  agricultural  agents,  county  home  dem¬ 
onstration  agents,  and  county  club  agents*

These  reports  and  those  described  in  entries  11  to  13  (and  related 
correspondence,  entries  3  and  5  to  9)  constitute  the  chief  sources  of 
documentation  of  the  activities  of  the  Extension  Service*  They  give  an 
intimate  account  of  the  details  of  farm  operation  and  rural  life  in  every 
State  of  the  Union,  in  the  Territories  of  Alaska  and  Hawaii,  in  Puerto 
Rico,  and,  to  a  minor  extent,  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  Reports  were 
submitted  to  the  central  office  in  Washington  by  (1)  State  officials 
(directors,  assistant  directors,  and  State  leaders),  (2)  subject-matter 
specialists  (experts  in  various  fields  of  extension  work,  employed  in 
the  directors’  offices),  and  (5)  county  agricultural,  home  demonstration, 
and  club  agents* 

There  has  been  some  variation  in  the  organization  of  extension  work  and 
methods  in  different  sections  of  the  country  and  in  the  form  of  reporting 
by  employees*  Reports  were  often  combined  in  the  early  years*  Reports 
of  individual  workers  so  combined  can  be  located  by  cross-reference  sheets 
inserted  in  the  files*  Both  narrative  and  statistical  material  was  sub¬ 
mitted  in  some  form  at  all  levels  by  extension  employees,  but  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  sending  in  separate  narrative  and  statistical  reports  appears  to 
have  been  confined  largely  to  county  agents,  for  whom  a  form  questionnaire, 
’’Combined  Annual  Report  of  County  Extension  Workers,”  has  long  been  pro¬ 
vided*

In  two  parts,  the  first  consisting  of  summary  records  of  club  work 
as  a  whole.  These  include  achievement  reports,  reports  on  special  a- 
wards  and  trips,  records  concerning  special  phases  and  problems,  plans 
and  methods  of  organizing  clubs,  lists  of  members,  sample  forms,  and 
some  correspondence.  The  second  part,  dealing  with  club  work  by  States, 
consists  of  narrative  reports  ("club  stories")  and  statistical  reports, 
prepared  and  sent  in  to  the  Washington  office  by  members  of  poultry, 
pig,  cotton,  canning,  cooking,  corn,  sewing,  and  radio  clubs,  account 
books  showing  expenditures  of  time  and  money  (from  some  States  only), 
correspondence,  and  exhibit  material.  The  first  part  is  arranged  alpha¬ 
betically  by  subject,  the  second  alphabetically  by  State. 

Records  Relating  to  Departmental  Participation 

in  Fairs  and  Expositions 

The  beginnings  of  national  agricultural  exhibit  work  in  the  United 
States  are  associated  with  international  exhibitions.  In  1851  an  ex¬ 
hibit  of  American  agricultural  machinery  was  shown  at  the  first  great 
world's  fair  held  at  the  Crystal  Palace  in  London.  At  the  Universal 
Exposition  of  1867  in  Paris,  Government  as  well  as  private  exhibits  were 
displayed,  and  in  1878,  in  the  same  city,  the  United  States  constructed 
a  building  to  house  its  exhibits.  The  first  agricultural  exhibits,  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  United  States  Centennial 
Exposition  at  Philadelphia  in  1876,  were  kept  for  20  years  in  a  depart¬ 
mental  museum  in  Washington.  The  Department  also  prepared  exhibits  for 
certain  international  expositions  held  between  1906  and  1912. 

The  need  for  centralization  and  standardization  of  exhibits  work 
gradually  became  apparent,  and,  on  June  3,  1912,  the  Secretary  of  Agri¬ 
culture  directed  that  all  requests  for  exhibits  be  referred  to  the  Chief 
Clerk  of  the  Department  "in  order  to  insure  a  uniform  practice. . .In  mak¬ 
ing  exhibits  at  expositions,  congresses,  land  shows,  fairs,  and  similar 
displays."  On  July  1,  1912,  a  Special  Agent  on  Exhibits  was  specifically 
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detailed  to  the  work  at  a  salary  of  $3,000  a  year,,  and  in  1919  an  Assist¬ 
ant  in  Exhibits  was  added  to  the  staff.  In  1920  Congress  voted  the  first 
specific  appropriation  "to  make  suitable  exhibits  at  State,  Interstate, 
and  International  fairs, ’’  and  an  Office  of  Exhibits  thenceforth  took  re¬ 
sponsibility  and  initiative  in  all  matters  relating  to  general  departmen¬ 
tal  exhibits.  During  the  same  year  this  Office  became  part  of  the  Division 
of  Publications;  in  1922  the  Officer  in  Charge  was  under  the  immediate  su¬ 
pervision  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  and  reported  directly  to  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture.  In  1924  the  Office  of  Exhibits  became  the  Agricultural 
Exhibits  Section  of  the  Extension  Information  Division,  and  it  was  from 
this  Section  that  the  National  Archives  received  the  records  described  be¬ 
low.

This  exposition  was  held  at  Paris  from  May  5  to  October  31,  1889,  for 
the  purpose  of  exhibiting  works  of  art  and  products  of  manufacture  and 
agriculture  of  all  nations.  The  United  States,  by  joint  resolution  of 
Congress,  approved  May  10,  1888,  was  represented  at  the  exposition  by  a 
Commissioner-General,  Gen.  William  B.  Franklin,  an  Assistant  Commissioner- 
General,  Somerville  V.  Tuck,  and  9  scientific  assistants  corresponding  to 
the  9  classes  of  exhibits,  which  included  "VTT,  Articles  of  Food,  ’’  "VUI, 
Agriculture,  Vine  Culture  and  Pisciculture,’’  and  "IX,  Horticulture. ’’ 

There  were  1,750  exhibitors  from  this  country  in  addition  to  participat¬ 
ing  Government  agencies,  of  which  the  Department  of  Agriculture  was  one* 

The  sum  of  $250,000  was  authorized  by  the  resolution  and  by  an  act  of 
August  23,  1894,  to  defray  the  cost  of  American  participation  in  the  ex¬ 
position.

An  act  of  Congress  of  April  25,  1890,  designated  Chicago 
as  host  city  to  the  exposition  and  authorized  the  President  to  appoint 
the  World’s  Columbian  Commission,  consisting  of  two  members  from  each 
State,  Territory,  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  together  with  eight  com¬ 
missioners  at  large.  Government  departments  displayed  articles  and  ma¬ 
terials  to  illustrate  their  functions,  and  these  exhibits  were  housed  in 
a  building  erected  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  at  a  cost  of  $400,000. 
Agencies  concerned  in  the  building  and  conduct  of  the  exposition  included 
a  Board  of  Management, which  had  charge  of  the  Government  exhibits.

This  exposition  opened  August  10,  1909,  in  celebration  of  the  100th 
aniversary  of  the  independence  of  Ecuador.  Ernest  Henry  Wands  repre¬ 
sented  this  country  as  United  States  Commissioner  at  the  exposition,  and 
Congress,  by  an  act  of  May  £7,  1908,  appropriated  $50,000  to  defray  the 
cost  of  Government  participation.  A  special  building  was  constructed  on 
the  exposition  grounds  to  house  United  States  exhibits,  and  this  build¬ 
ing  was  later  presented  to  the  Ecuadorian  Government  by  authority  of  an 
act  of  Congress  of  February  £5,  1910.  The  Department  of  Agriculture^ 
exhibits  of  photographs,  documents,  and  seed  specimens  represented  all 
of  its  so-called  technical  bureaus.

Records  Concerning  the  Farm  Labor  Program 

Immediately  after  the  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor  the  depletion  of  farm 
labor,  insofar  as  the  usual  sources  of  it  were  concerned,  began.  Men 
and  women,  boys  and  girls,  were  needed  to  take  the  place  of  young  men 
to  build  the  machines  and  implements  of  war  and  to  produce  the  food  re¬ 
quired,  not  only  for  ourselves,  but  for  our  Allies.  Out  of  this  need 
grew  the  national  Farm  Labor  Program,  administered  by  the  Department 
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of  Agriculture  and  the  extension  services  of  the  land-grant  colleges,,  At 
its  peak,  in  1945,  it  recruited  and  placed  between  2.5  and  5  million  farm 
workers. 

The  year  1942  was  largely  one  of  developing  plans.  In  the  closing  days 
of  that  year  Meredith  C.  Wilson  was  given  responsibility  for  crystallizing 
those  plans  insofar  as  they  related  to  the  Extension  Service.  In  1943 
farm  placement  functions  of  the  United  States  Employment  Service  were 
transferred  to  the  Extension  Service.  By  an  act  approved  April  29,  1943 
(57  State  70),  $26,100,000  was  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  newly  cre¬ 
ated  War  Food  Administration  in  conducting  the  Emergency  Farm  Labor  Supply 
Program.  The  same  law  gave  the  Extension  Service  responsibility  for  re¬ 
cruiting  and  placing  intrastate  farm  labor  and  for  determining  the  need 
for  and  placement  of  interstate  and  foreign  labor.  General  supervision 
was  vested  in  the  War  Food  Administrator,  who  created  an  Office  of  Labor 
to  have  general  responsibility  for  the  interstate  and  foreign  labor  as¬ 
pects  of  the  program  (see  Preliminary  Inventory  No.  51,  Records  of  the 
Office  of  Labor  of  the  War  Food  Administration) 0  The  county  extension 
agent  was  a  key  figure  in  intercounty  movements  of  laborers  because  he 
had  the  authority  to  approve  or  disapprove  such  movements.  He  also  re¬ 
ported  annually  on  farm  labor  activities  within  his  own  county. 

On  February  14,  1944,  another  act  (58  Stat.  11)  was  approved,  extend¬ 
ing  and  supplementing  basic  provisions  of  the  1943  law.  Further  exten¬ 
sions  and  supplements  extended  its  operation  to  December  31,  1947,  when 
the  program  was  terminated  by  Congress. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  responsibilities  delegated  to  the  Extension 
Service,  the  Farm  Labor  Program  was  set  up  as  a  branch  of  the  Extension 
Service  under  Meredith  C.  Wilson,  who  was  designated  Deputy  Director  of 
Extension,  Farm  Labor  Program.  In  the  branch  the  following  were  set  up: 
the  Recruitment  and  Placement  Division,  the  Women fs  Land  Army  Division, 
the  Victory  Farm  Volunteers  Division,  and  the  Labor  Utilization  Division.

Corn  borers  were  first  discovered  in  North  America  in  eastern  Massa¬ 
chusetts  in  1917*  They  were  also  found  in  several  parts  of  New  York  in 
1919  and  in  Ontario,  Canada,  in  1920*  By  1925  or  1926,  however,  they 
had  spread  so  rapidly  that  they  destroyed  almost  the  entire  com  crop 
in  southeastern  Ontario  and  had  invaded  Ohio,  Michigan,  and  part  of  In¬ 
diana*  The  certain  threat  by  this  pest  to  the  corn  belt  stimulated  bank¬ 
ers,  agriculturists,  businessmen,  and  scientists  bo  organize  a  committee, 
which  decided  that  a  Federal  appropriation  of  $10,000,000  was  needed  to 
launch  a  campaign  of  control*  Eradication  had  already  been  dismissed  as 
an  impossibility*  On  February  23,  1927,  the  69th  Congress  appropriated 
that  sum.  A  good  deal  had  already  been  done  by  extension  workers  and 
others  to  control  the  borers  and  to  educate  farmers*  Much  of  the  early 
work  consisted  of  cleaning  up  debris  of  previous  crops,  for  which  corn 
farmers  were  partially  reimbursed* 

It  was  necessary  to  pass  State  enabling  legislation  before  any  reg¬ 
ulation  of  individual  farmers  could  be  attempted,  as  that  was  to  be 
done  by  the  States.  Certain  other  factors  caused  some  delay  but  on 
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March  14,  1927,  the  first  equipment  was  purchased  and  organized  pest-con¬ 
trol  operations  began®  A  field  organization  was  set  up  with  L®  H.  Worthley 
in  charge,  and  general  headquarters  was  established  near  Toledo,  Ohio, 

Here  a  vast  quantity  of  machinery  was  assembled®  Once  its  proper  use  had 
been  demonstrated,  it  was  distributed  to  farmers,  who  were  given  until  May 
16,  1927,  to  clean  up  their  .fields®  By  July  2,  1927,  the  first  year’s 
campaign,  conducted  in  cooperation  with  State  forces  and  more  than  500,000 
farmers,  was  brought  to  a  successful  end®  The  sum  of  $9,431,154  was  paid 
out  or  obligated  to  cover  control  measures  carried  out  during  the  two  fis¬ 
cal  years  1927  and  1928®  The  remainder  of  the  $10,000,000  was  either 
spent  or  obligated  for  research  and  additional  control  measures  during 
the  succeeding  2  or  3  years.  The  spread  of  the  corn  borer  to  other  States 
made  it  necessary  to  extend  control  measures  to  them,  but  for  the  period 
covered  by  the  records  described  below  the  project  was  confined  to  the 
States  of  Indiana,  Michigan,  New  York,  Ohio,  and  Pennsylvania®

The  Department  of  Agriculture  was  one  of  the  first  agencies  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  use  motion  pictures  to  inform  the  public,  experimenting  in  this 
field  as  early  as  1913.  At  first  the  work  was  directed  by  a  committee,  and 
in  1918  it  received  a  definite  appropriation  and  was  made  a  responsibility 
of  the  Division  of  Publications.  In  1923  motion-picture  activities  were 
transferred  to  the  Extension  Service,  where  an  Office  of  Motion  Pictures 
was  set  up.  This  became  the  Division  of  Motion  Pictures  in  1934,  and  in 
1939  it  became  a  section  of  the  newly  created  Extension  Information  Divi¬ 
sion  of  the  Service.  A  small  studio  and  laboratory  were  maintained  and 
films  were  produced  with  the  cooperation  of  other  branches  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  primarily  for  use  by  or  under  the  supervision  of  agricultural  ex¬ 
tension  and  other  field  workers.  Films  of  interest  to  the  Department 
were  received  from  various  sources,  also,  and  were  preserved  by  the  Sec¬ 
tion.

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FOREWORD 


To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Federal 
Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of  the  main 
tasks  of  the  National  Archives.  Various  kinds  of  finding  aids  are  needed 
to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,  and  the  first  step  in  the  records- 
description  program  is  the  compilation  of  preliminary  inventories  of  the 
material  in  the  270-odd  record  groups  to  which  the  holdings  of  the  National 
Archives  are  allocated* 

These  inventories  are  called  11  preliminary"  because  they  are  provisional 
in  character.  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  records  are 
received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  material  or  to 
perfect  the  arrangement  of  the  records.  They  are  compiled  primarily  for 
internal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  render  efficient 
reference  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  administrative  control 
over  the  records. 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly  states 
the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  records. 

The  records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is,  by  units 
of  records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject  or  activity 
or  that  are  arranged  serially.  Other  significant  information  about  the 
records  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes. 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records 
have  been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be 
revised  and  the  word  "preliminary"  dropped  from  the  title  of  the 
revision.  Meanwhile,  as  occasion  demands  and  time  permits,  special 
reports,  indexes,  calendars,  and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group 
will  be  prepared. 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  overall  picture  of  materials  in 
the  National  Archives  have  been  published.  A  comprehensive  Guide  to 
the  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (I9I4.8)  and  a  brief  guide,  Your 
Governments  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have  been 
issued.  Forty-three  Reference  Information  Papers,  which  analyze  records 
in  the  National  ’Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small 
business,  and  India,  have’  so  far  been  published.  Records  of  World  War 
I  have  been  described  in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  World  Yfar  Agencies 
and  Their  Records,  1917-1921 3  and  those  of  World  War  II  in  the  two- 
volume  guide,  Federal  Records  of  World  War  II  (1950-51).  Many  bodies 
of  records  of  high  research  value  have  been  edited  by  the  National 
Archives  and  reproduced  on  microfilm  as  a  form  of  publication.  Positive 
prints  of  some  ^ 7 00  rolls  of  tnis  microfilm,  described  in  the  List  of 
National  Archives  Microfilm  Publications  (1953),  are  now  available  for 
purchase. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  to  Investigate  Acts 
of  Executive  Agencies  Beyond  the  Scope  of  Their  Authority  was  created  by 
House  Resolution  102,  78th  Congress ,  adopted  by  the  House  of  Representatives 
on  February  11 ,  19li3 • 

The  resolution,  submitted  by  Representative  Howard  W.  Smith,  of  Virginia, 
on  February  5*  19h3 ,  provided  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  seven  Members  of  the  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  which  said  com¬ 
mittee  is  authorized  to  conduct  investigations  of  any  action,  rule, 
procedure,  regulation,  order,,  or  directive  taken  or  promulgated  by  any 
department  or  independent  agency  of  the  Federal  Government  where  com¬ 
plaint  is  made  to  said  committee  that  such  action,  rule,  regulation, 
procedure,  order  or  directive — 

(1)  Is  beyond  the  scope  of  the  power  or  authority  granted  to  such 
department  or  independent  agency  by  Congress  or  by  Executive  order. 

(2)  Invades  the  constitutional  rights,  privileges,  or  immunities 
of  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

(3)  Inflicts  penalties  for  failure  to  comply  with  such  rules,  regu¬ 
lations,  or  directives,  without  affording  those  accused  of  violation 
an  opportunity  to  present  their  defense  before  a  fair  and  impartial 
tribunal. 

The  said  committee  shall  report  to  the  Congress  from  time  to  time 
the  results  of  such  investigations  and  such  recommendations  as  they 
see  fit  with  respect  to  the  personnel  of  those  administering  any  such 
department  or  independent  agency,  or  shall  recommend  such  legislation 
or  amendments  to  existing  legislation  as  they  deem  desirable ... . 

On  February  18,  19U3,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  appointed  Howard  W. 

Smith,  of  Virginia  (Chairman);  Jerry  Voorhis,  of  California;  John  J. 

Delaney,  of  New  York;  Hugh  Peterson,  of  Georgia;  Fred  A.  Hartley,  Jr*, 
of  New  Jersey;  John  Jennings,  Jr.,  of  Tennessee;  and  John  Bc  Bennett,  of 
Michigan,  as  members  of  the  Select  Committee  to  Investigate  Acts  of 
Executive  Agencies  Beyond  the  Scope  of  Their  Authority.  Representative 
Clare  E.  Hoffman,  of  Michigan,  and  Representative  Albert  Gore,  of 
Tennessee,  subsequently  succeeded .Representative  Bennett  and  Representa¬ 
tive  Voorhis,  respectively,  as  'members  of  the  committee.  51  Harold  L. 

Allen  was  appointed  General  Counsel  of  the  committee,  and  Martha  Crawley, 
Clerk.  Shortly  after  the  start  of  the  Committee !s  investigation,  Harold 
L.  Allen  was  succeeded  by  Aaron  Ford,  who  had. theretofore  served  as 
Assistant  Counsel  of  the  committee..  In  turn,  Hyman  I.  ^ischbach  succeeded 
Aaron  L.  Ford  near  ’the  end  of  the  committee* s  inquiry.  -Irving  G.  McCann, 
Joseph  H„ -Stratton,  Harold  Fc  Hanes,*  John  J.  Fogarty,  and  Joseph  P.  Axler 
served  the  committee  as  Assistant  Counsel. 

On  January  18,  19h5  9  the  House  of  Representatives,  agreeing  to  House 
Resolution  88,  79th  Congress,  authorized  the  committee  to  continue  its 
investigation  during  the  79th  Congress. 
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From  the  time  the  committee  was  constituted  to  the  winding  up  of  its 
activities  in  the  summer  of  j_9U6,  it  received  a  stream  of  complaints, 
which  diminished  greatly,  however,  during  the  79th  Congress,  because  of 
the  effective  work  of  the  committee  in  eliminating  causes  of  complaint. 

The  complaints  came  from  business  organizations  and  private  persons  rep¬ 
resenting  that  certain  Federal  agencies,  particularly  the  Office  of  Price 
Administration,  the  War  Production  Board,  and  the  National  War  Labor 
Board,  were  taking  official  actions  in  excess  of  their  respective  powers 
to  the  prejudice  of  businessmen  and  others.  In  compliance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  House  Resolution  102,  78th  Congress,  and  House  Resolution  88, 

79th  Congress,  the  Committee  made  many  inquiries  into  the  merits  of  these 
complaints.  It  conducted  hearings  in  Washington  intermittently  between 
April  7,  19U3,  and  June  ll;,  19k6,  receiving  testimony  from  representatives 
of  business  organizations,  private  persons,  and  officials  of  Federal 
agencies.  The  findings  resulting  from  the  committee *s  investigation, 
together  with  its  recommendations  for  remedial  action  in  the  form  of  legis¬ 
lation  or  of  corrective  administrative  measures  by  the  Federal  agencies 
concerned,  were  submitted  to  the  House  of  Representatives  in  a  series  of 
reports:  House  Reports  699,  862,  898,  1021;,  1366,  1797,  1912,  78th  Congress; 
and  House  Reports  lli;2,  1210,  2699$  79th  Congress. 

The  records  described  in  this  inventory  consist  in  the  main  of  communi¬ 
cations,  often  accompanied  by  related  documents,  addressed  to  the  committee 
by  persons  who  felt  aggrieved  by  what  they  conceived  to  be  unwarranted  ad¬ 
ministrative  actions  of  Federal  agencies,  and  who  sought  to  bring  before  the 
attention  of  the  committee  their  individual  grievances  as  appropriate  sub¬ 
jects  for  its  investigation;  replies  of  the  committee  to  these  communications; 
and  exhibits  received  in  evidence  by  the  committee.  Some  exhibits  of  the 
committee  are  missing. 

The  records  of  the  committee,  which  amount  to  approximately  20  cubic 
feet,  are  part  of  Record  Group  233,  Records  of  United  States  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives.  No  person  may  have  access  to  the  records  of  the  committee  or 
receive  information  contained  therein  except  upon  express  authorization  by 
the  House  of  Representatives,

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To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of 
the  main  tasks  of  the  National  Archives.  Various  kinds  of  finding  aids 
are  needed  to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,  and  the  first  step 
in  the  records-description  program  is  the  compilation  of  preliminary 
inventories  of  the  material  in  the  270-odd  record  groups  to  which  the 
holdings  of  the  National  Archives  are  allocated. 


These  inventories  are  called  "preliminary”  because  they  are  provi¬ 
sional  in  character.  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
records  are  received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable 
material  or  to  perfect  the  arrangement  of  the  records.  They  are  com¬ 
piled  primarily  for  internal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the 
staff  render  efficient  reference  service  and  as  a  means  of  establish¬ 
ing  administrative  control  over  the  records. 


Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly 
states  the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the 
records.  The  records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that 
is,  by  units  of  records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same 
subject  or  activity  or  that  are  arranged  serially.  Other  significant 
information  about  the  records  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes. 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the_records 
have  been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be 
revised  and  the  word  "preliminary11  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  revi¬ 
sion.  Meanwhile,  as  occasion  demands  and  time  permits,  special  re¬ 
ports,  indexes,  calendars,  and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group 
will  be  prepared. 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  overall  picture  of  materials  in 
the  National  Archives  have  been  published.  A  comprehensive  Guide  to 
the  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (1948)  and  a  brief  guide.  Your 
Governments  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have 
been  issued.  Forty-four  Reference  Information  Papers,  which  analyze 
records  in  the  National  Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation, 
small  business,  and  India,  have  so  far  been  published.  Records  of 
World  War  I  have  been  described  in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  World  War

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INTRODUCTION 


The  Office  of  the  Chief  of  Naval  Operations  was  established  in 
the  Navy  Department  in  1915  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Navy. 
Under  this  Office  were  placed  the  already  existing  Office  of  Naval 
Intelligence,  the  Board  of  Inspection  and  Survey,  and  the  Naval 
Communications  Service.  The  Office  of  the  Chief  of  Naval  Operations 
constitutes  a  naval  general  staff,  is  directly  responsible  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  encompasses  in  its  functions  all  matters 
concerning  the  development  of  naval  strategy  and  wartime  fleet 
operations. 

The  records  described  in  this  inventory  are  the  separately  filed 
cartographic  records  in  Record  Group  38,  Records  of  the  Office  of 
the  Chief  of  Naval  Operations.  They  fall  into  three  subgroups: 
records  of  the  United  States  Naval  Forces  Operating  in  European 
Waters,  1917-19  (entry  1);  records  of  fleets,  vessels,  and  squadrons, 
1907-16  (entries  2  and  3);  and  records  of  the  Office  of  Naval  Intel¬ 
ligence,  1865— 1945  (entries  4  and  5).  The  records  in  the  last  sub¬ 
group  are  by  far  the  most  important. 

The  Office  of  Naval  Intelligence  was  established  in  1882  as-  a 
part  of  the  Bureau  of  Navigation.  From  1909  to  1915  it  was  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Aid  to  Operations  in  the  Secretary rs  Office, 
and  since  1915  it  has  been  a  division  in  the  Office  of  the  Chief 
of  Naval  Operations,  where  it  is  alsn  kn own  as  the  Intelligence 
Division.  Its  functions  include  the  collection  and  distribution 
of  information,  the  direction  of  naval  attaches  abroad,  and  the 
investigation  of  organizations  and  individuals  suspected  of  dis¬ 
loyal  activities. 

The  cartographic  records  of  the  Office  reflect  its  activities  in 
the  collection  and  distribution  of  information.  The  Office  itself 
was  directly  responsible  for  the  compilation  of  only  a  few  of  the 
map  records.  Most  of  them  consist  of  annotated  maps  and  charts  for¬ 
warded  by  naval  attaches  abroad,  private  citizens,  and  agencies  of 
the  Federal  Government.  Many  of  these  maps  bear  no  indication  of 
their  origin,  but  they  have  a  register  number  and  may  be  identified 
by  referring  to  the  corresponding  textual  records,  which  are  also  in 
the  National  Archives.  An  appendix  lists  the  individual  maps  by 
major  world  areas.  Searchers  may  examine  records  dated  earlier  than 
1941  without  restriction.  Those  dated  1941  end  later  may  be  examined 
only  with  the  permission  of  the  Department  of  the  Navy. 

Related  records  may  be  found  among  the  records  of  the  Hydrographic 
Office  (Record  Group  37)  and  the  General  Records  of  the  Department  of 
the  Navy  (Record  Group  80).

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FOREWORD 


To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Federal 
Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of  the  main 
tasks  of  the  National  Archives 0  Various  kinds  of  finding  aids  are  needed 
to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,,  and  the  first  step  in  the  records- 
description  program  is  the  compilation  of  preliminary  inventories  of  the 
material  in  the  270-odd  record  groups  to  which  the  holdings  of  the  National 
Archives  are  allocatedo 

These  inventories  are  called  "preliminary11  because  they  are  provisional 
in  character .  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  records  are 
received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  material  or  to 
perfect  the  arrangement  of  the  records*,  They  are  compiled  primarily  for 
internal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  render  efficient 
reference  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  a dministrative  control 
over  the  records . 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly  states 
the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  records 0  The 
records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is,  by  units  of 
records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject  or  activity 
or  that  are  arranged  serially,.  Other  significant  information  about  the 
records  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes. 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records 
have  been  placed  in  final  order ,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be 
revised  and  the  word  "preliminary"  dropped  from  the  title  of  the 
revision „  Meanwhile,  as  occasion  demands  and  time  permits,  special 
reports,  indexes,  calendars,  and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group 
will  be  prepare do

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INTRODUCTION 


The  Federal  Government  has  .for  many  years  been  concerned  over  the 
problems  presented  by  migratory  labor ,  especially  farm  migratory  labor « 
Permanent  agencies  and  departments  have  dealt  with  specific  problems 
that  came  within  their  jurisdiction  and  special  committees  or  commis¬ 
sions  have  been  appointed  to  study  the  subject.  During  World  War  II 
the  Federal  Government  aided  in  the  recruiting,  transporting,  and  place¬ 
ment  of  domestic  and  foreign  agricultural  workers,  but  much  of  this  pro¬ 
gram  was  discontinued  after  the  war0  The  problems  presented  by  both 
foreign  and  domestic  migratory  labor  continued  to  be  of  such  general 
concern,  however,  that  on  June  3*  1950,  President  Truman  issued  Execu¬ 
tive  Order  10129,  in  which  he  directed  that  the  Presidents  Commission 
on  Migratory  Labor  be  created* 

The  Commission  was  ordered  to  inquire  into  and  report  on  the  social, 
economic,  health,  and  educational  conditions  among  migratory  workers 
(both  domestic  and  alien) $  the  problems  created  by  the  migration  of 
workers  into  the  United  State sj  the  responsibilities  being  assumed  by 
Federal,  State,  county,  and  municipal  authorities  with,  respect  to  migra¬ 
tory  workers 5  the  extent  to  which  foreign  workers  maybe  needed  to  sup¬ 
plement  the  domestic  labor  supply  $  and  the  extent  of  and  the  problems 
created  by  the  illegal  migration  of  foreign  workers  into  the  United 
States  and  how  enforcement  measures  might  be  strengthened  and  improved 
to  eliminate  such  illegal  migration 0  The  order  authorized  the  Commis¬ 
sion  to  hold  public  hearings  as  it  deemed  necessary  and  directed  other 
Government  agencies  to  cooperate  with  it  and  to  assist  it  in  any  way 
possible  o 

The  Commission  was  to  report  its  findings  and  recommendations  to 
the  President  not  later  than  December  15,  1950,  and  to  go  out  of 
existence  30  days  after  such  date  unless  otherwise  determined  by  a 
later  Executive  order 0  Six  months,  however,  was  not  sufficient  time 
for  the  Commission  to  complete  its  work  and  its  report,  so  two  exten¬ 
sions  were  granted.  The  second,  granted  by  Executive  Order  10236, 
specified  that  the  Commission  cease  to  exist  on  May  31*  1951o 

Membership  of  the  Commission  was  as  follows s  Maurice  T0  Van  Hecke, 
Chairman,  Noble  Clark,  William  M0  Leiserson,  Robert  E0  Lucey,  and 
Peter  Hc  Odegardo  Varden  Fuller,  the  Executive  Secretary,  was  assisted 
by  a  small  staff  supplemented  by  personnel  on  loan  from  Government 
agencies  and  the  University  of  California 0 

The  Commission  began  its  work  in  June  1950  by  holding  a  general 
conference  in  Washington  with  representatives  of  the  Departments  of 
Agriculture,  Labor,  and  State,  the  Immigration  and  Naturalization 
Service,  the  Public  Health  Service,  the  Social  Security  Administration, 
and  the  Office  of  Education 0  These  representatives  briefed  the  Commis¬ 
sion  members  on  the  problems  incident  to  migratory  labor  <,  Twelve  regional 
public  hearings  followed,  most  of  them  conducted  by  two -or  three -man 
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sub committee s,  at  which  interested  witnesses  testified  and  submitted  formal 
witten  statements  of  their  views .  Conferences  were  also  held  with  State 
agencies  that  dealt  with  migratory  labor  and  with  representatives  of  the 
Governments  of  Mexico  and  Puerto  Rico,  In  November  1950  another  general 
conference  with  representatives  of  the  interested  Government  agencies  was 
held  in  Washington,  at  which  the  recommendations  of  those  agencies  were 
discussed.  Commission  staff  members  also  prepared  studies  (some  of  which 
are  listed  in  the  appendix  to  this  inventory)  on  such  special  phases  of 
migratory  labor  as  the  labor  contract  system  in  agriculture . 

The  Commission's  report,  published  April  6,  1951,  and  entitled  Migratory 
Labor  in  American  Agriculture,  summarized  the  Commission’s  findings  and 
made  specific  recommendations .  Its  first  recommendation  was  that  a  Federal 
Committee  on  Migratory  Farm  Labor  be  established  to  carry  out  the  Commis¬ 
sion's  suggestions  and  to  coordinate  Federal  and  local  activities  relating 
to  migratory  labor.  Its  other  recommendations  concerned  the  use  of  migra¬ 
tory  farm  labor  during  a  national  emergency;  the  use  of  alien  contract 
labor  in  American  agriculture;  steps  necessary  to  eliminate  illegal  migra¬ 
tory  labor;  methods  of  finding  employment  for  migratory  workers;  farm-labor 
management  and  labor  relations;  enactment  of  minimum-wage  and  unemployment - 
compensation  legislation  to  cover  farm  laborers  (including  migratory  labor¬ 
ers);  housing  to  meet  minimum  health  and  sanitary  standards;  amendment  of 
the  Social  Security  and  Public  Health  Acts  to  contain  provisions  applicable 
to  migratory  workers;  the  elimination  of  child  labor;  and  an  adequate  edu¬ 
cational  pro-am  for  migratory  workers  and  their  children , 

After  the ^Commission  went  out  of  existence  on  May  31,  1951,  further 
hearings  ' on  migratory  labor  were  held  during  February  and  March  1952  before 
the  Subcommittee  on  Labor  and  Labor-Management  Relations  (the  "Humphrey 
Committee")  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Labor  and  Public  Welfare,  82d  Con¬ 
gress,  2d  Session.  Former  members  and  employees  of  the  Commission  took 
part  in  thesg  hearings  and  the  Commission's  staff  studies  were  published 
as  part  2  of  the  subcommittee's  Hearings . 

The  records  described  in  this  preliminary  inventory  are  the  records  of 
the  President's  Commission  on  Migratory  Labor  that  have  been  transferred 
to  the  National  Archives.  They  amount  to  four  cubic  feet  and  are  part  of 
Record  Group  220,  Records  of  Presidential  Committees,  Commissions,  and 
Boards.  Most  of  the  records  contain  information  and  recommendations  fur¬ 
nished  the  Commission  by  other  agencies,  organizations,  and  individuals 
for  use  by  t  he  Commission  in  formulating  its  own  recommendations  and  pre¬ 
paring  its  report;  only  a  few  records  concern  administrative  matters. 
Official  personnel  folders  for  employees  of  the  Commission  are  in  the 
White  House  Office,  but  are  to  be  sent  to  the  Federal  Records  Center  in 
St.  Louis.  Other  records  relating  to  the  Commission's  work  may  be  among 
the  Truman  Papers  in  the  Truman  Library  at  Independence,  Mo. 

Records  of  the  Humphrey  Committee  and  other  congressional  records  re¬ 
lating  to  migratory  labor  are  in  the  custody  either  of  Congress  or  the 
National  Archives.  Records  of  the  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and 
Welfare,  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget,  and  the  Departments  of  Agriculture, 
Labor,  Justice,  and  State,  either  in  the  custody  of  the  agency  or  of  the 
National  Archives,  also  contain  materials  relating  to  migratory  labor.

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FOREWORD 


To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of  the 
main  tasks  of  the  National  Archives.  Various  kinds  of  finding  aids  are 
needed  to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,  and  the  first  step  in  the 
records-description  program  is  the  compilation  of  preliminary  inventories 
of  the  material  in  the  270-odd  record  groups  to  which  the  holdings  of  the 
National  Archives  are  allocated. 

These  inventories  are  called  "preliminary11  because  they  are  provisional 
in  character.  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  records  are 
received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  material  or  to  per¬ 
fect  the  arrangement  of  the  records.  They  are  compiled  primarily  for  in¬ 
ternal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  render  efficient  refer¬ 
ence  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  administrative  control  over 
the  records. 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly  states 
the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  records.  The 
records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is,  by  units  of 
records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject  or  activity  or 
that  are  arranged  serially.  Other  significant  information  about  the  rec¬ 
ords  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes. 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records  have 
been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be  revised  and 
the  word  "preliminary"  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  revision.  Meanwhile, 
as  occasion  demands  and  time  permits,  special  reports,  indexes,  calendars, 
and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group  will  be  prepared* 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  overall  picture  of  materials  in  the 
National  Archives  have  been  published.  A  comprehensive  Guide  to  the  Rec¬ 
ords  in  the  National  Archives  (I9l±8)  and  a  brief  guide,  Your  Government 1  s 
Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have  been  issued.  Forty- 
four  Reference  Information  Papers,  which  analyze  records  in  the  National 
Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small  business,  and  the  Mid¬ 
dle  East,  have  so  f  ar  been  issued.  Records  of  World  War  I  have  been  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  World  War  Agencies  and  Their  Records, 
1917-1921,  and  those  of' World  War  II  in  the  two-volume  guide,  Federal 
Records  bf  World  War  II  (1950-51).  Many  bodies  of  records  of  high  research 
value  have~ been  edited  by  the  National  Archives  and  reproduced  on  microfilm 
as  a  form  of  publication.

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INTRODUCTION 


The  Constitution  vests  in  the  President  the  "Power  to  grant  Reprieves 
and  Pardons  for  Offences  against  the  United  States ,  except  in  Cases  of 
Impeachment11  (arte  II,  sec.  2).  The  power  to  grant  pardons  and  reprieves 
is  exclusive  in  the  President  and  cannot  be  restricted  by  Congress.  In¬ 
cluded  in  this  power  to  pardon  is  the  full  discretionary  power  to  pardon 
or  remit,  in  whole  or  in  part,  any  punishment  to  which  an  individual  may 
have  been  sentenced  by  a  Federal  court*  The  President  may  pardon  a  per- 
son  guilty  of  contempt  of  a  Federal  court  or  one  of  the  houses  of  Congress* 
He  may  grant  clemency  before  or  during  trial  as  well  as  before  and  after 
conviction,  and  before  or  after  the  offense  is  reviewed  in  any  Federal 
appellate  court*  He  may  give  an  absolute  pardon  that  wipes  out  all 
charges,  or  he  may  give  a  conditional  pardon  that  may  leave  the  offender 
with  certain  obligations  to  be  performed  or  with  certain  civil  disabili¬ 
ties*  A  breach  of  any  of  the  conditions  of  a  partial  pardon  annuls  the 
pardon*  The  President  may  issue  a  reprieve,  which  merely  postpones  the 
execution  of  the  penalty,  or  a  commutation  of  sentence,  which  modifies 
the  form  and  extent  of  the  penalty*  The  former  is  not  often  used  except 
in  capital  cases  and  Is  usually  granted  because  of  the  possibility  of 
new  evidence  being  presented  or  because  of  humanitarian  reasons.  The 
President’s  power  to  grant  pardons  includes  the  power  to  grant  amnesty, 
or  general  pardon,  to  a  class  of  offenders  without  mentioning  the  names 
of  the  persons  included  therein,  and  to  make  provisions  by  which  persons 
affected  may  become  members  of  that  class.  Notable  examples  of  the  use 
of  this  pardon  power  were  the  amnesties  issued  during  and  after  the  Civil 
Yifar  to  persons  in  rebellion,  and  those  granted  during  the  l880’s  and 
1890’ s  to  residents  of  the  Territory  of  Utah  who  violated  laws  concerning 
bigamy  and  polygamy*  Another  form  of  Executive  clemency  is  the  remission 
of  fines  and  forfeitures  which  are  declared  in  legal  proceedings  to  accrue 
to  the  Government  for  offenses  against  the  United  States* 

The  function  of  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States  in  matters 
concerning  the  President’s  exercise  of  his  pardoning  power  is  based 
solely  on  the  request  or  direction  of  the  President  and  is  not  in  any 
sense  statutory*  The  Office  of  the  Attorney  in  Charge  of  Pardons,  now 
known  as  the  Office  of  the  Pardon  Attorney,  was  established  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Justice  by  an  act  of  Congress  approved  torch  3,  1891  (26  Stat* 

9I4.6),  to  assist  the  Attorney  General  in  the  preparation  of  cases  for  the 
consideration  of  the  President*  It  succeeded#  to  the  functions  of  the 
Office  of  the  Pardon  Clerk,  which  had  been  set  up  in  the  Office  of  the 
Attorney  General  by  an  act  of  March  3?  1865  (13  Stat.  516),  before  the 
creation  of  the  Department  of  Justice  in  l8?0,  and  had  continued  in  that 
Department,  under  the  Attorney  General. 

From  1789  until  about  1853  the  Attorney  General  had  shared  with  the 
Secretary  of  State  the  responsibility  of  making  recommendations  to  the 
President  on  petitions  for  pardon*  During  this  time  pertinent  records  in 
the  cases  were  maintained  in  the  State  Department  and  the  Secretary  of 
State  had  the  main  responsibility  for  the  administrative  work  in  connection 
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with  pardons.  His  office  received  all  petitions,  conducted  the  necessary 
investigation  and  correspondence ,  and  issued  and  recorded  the  pardon  war¬ 
rants.  The  Attorney  General  at  times  passed  upon  the  petitions  independ¬ 
ently  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  1 

During  the  administration  of  President  Fillmore  (1850-53)  it  was  agreed 
by  Daniel  Webster,  Secretary  of  State,  and  John  J.  Crittenden,  Attorney 
General,  that  the  petitions  should  become  wholly  the  charge  of  the  Attorney 
General.  Most  of  the  administrative  part  of  the  pardon  work  thus  passed  to 
the  Attorney  General,  although  until  about  18?0,  when  the  Department  of 
Justice  was  established,  the  State  Department  continued  to  issue  the  pardon 
warrants  and  to  receive  a  few  other  pardon  papers.  In  1893  John  W.  Foster, 
Secretary  of  State,  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Attorney  General  requesting 
the  latter’s  cooperation  in  obtaining  the  issuance  of  an  Executive  order 
that  would  officially  transfer  the  function  of  issuing  pardon  warrants  from 
the  State  Department  to  the  Department  of  Justice, 2  The  letter  stated  that 
the  intermediate  position  of  the  State  Department  caused  delays  when  time 
was  often  of  vital  importance,  and  that  under  the  existing  system  there  was 
more  possibility  for  error  and  'an  unnecessary  duplication  in  clerical  work. 

As  a  result  President  Cleveland,  by  an  Executive  order  of  June  1.6,  1893 , 
directed  that  all  warrants  for  pardon  and  commutation  of  sentence  hitherto 
prepared  at  the  Department  of  State  on  the  requisition  of  the  Attorney 
General  be  prepared  and  recorded  in  the  Department  of  Justice  under  the 
seal  of  that  Department  and  countersigned  by1  the  Attorney  General. 

The  Pardon  Attorney  performs  his  specialized  service  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  the  Attorney  General.  He  has  charge  of  all  applications  for 
Executive  clemency  except  those  in  Army,  Navy,  and  Air  Force  cases,  which 
are  dealt  with  directly  through  the  Departments  of  the  Army,  Navy,  and  Air 
Force,  respectively.  He  conducts  all  correspondence  relating  to  the  appli¬ 
cations;  refers  the  applications,  with  accompanying  papers,  to  the  United 
States  attorney  for  the  judicial  district  where  the  trial  took  place;  and 
directs  that  attorney  to  submit  his  report  and  recommendation  and  to  furnish, 
as  a  basis  for  the  preparation  of  the  pardon  warrant,  excerpts  from  the 
docket  entries  in  the  case.  The  Pardon  Attorney  also  obtains  reports  from 
the  trial  judge,  the  officers  of  the  appropriate  Government  departments 
charged  with  the  administration  of  the  particular  laws  violated,  the  warden, 
the  prison  physician,  if  necessary,  and  from  other  persons  having  official 
knowledge  of  the  case.  He  requests  information  about  the  applicant  that 
the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  may  have  * in  its  files  or  .  may  have  one  of 
its  field  agents  obtain.  When  none  of  the  persons  consulted  for  recommenda¬ 
tions  advises  clemency,  the  papers  are  not  sent  to  the  President,  except  in 
capital  cases  or  by  his  special  request,  or  by  special  order  of  the  Attorney 
General.

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In  1909.9  while  George  W.  Wickersham  was  Attorney  General,  it  became  the 
practice  for  the  Pardon  Attorney,  upon  receipt  of  the  various  official  re¬ 
ports,  to  prepare  a  report  (in  the  form  of  a  letter  of  advice)  to  the  Presi¬ 
dent  in  those  cases  which  in  his  judgment  should  have  the  President’s  at¬ 
tention.  Such  a  letter  usually  concludes  with  a  recommendation  for  or 
against  Executive  clemency  and  is  submitted  to  the  Attorney  General  for  his 
consideration.  The  Attorney  General,  if  he  does  not  suggest  modifications, 
signs  the  letter,  and  in  cases  in  which  Executive  clemency  has  been  advised 
also  signs  an  appropriate  warrant  which  the  Pardon  Attorney  has  prepared. 

"The  President,  after  considering  the  petition  and  related  papers,  endorses 
a  notation  of  his  action  on  the  face  sheet  of  the  file,  and,  if  he  decides 
to  grant  clemency,  affixes  his  signature  to  the  warrant.  The  papers  are 
then  returned  to  the  Pardon  Attorney  through  the  Office  of  the  Attorney 
General^  the  warrant  is  forwarded  to  the  United  States  marshal  for  delivery 
to  the  petitioner  or,  if  he  is  imprisoned,  to  the  chief  officer  of  the 
penal  institution,  and  a  receipt  for  the  warrant  is  returned  to  the  Pardon 
Attorney. 

An  act  of  Congress  approved  June  25,  1910  (36  Stat.  819),  provided  for 
parole  boards  at  Federal  penal  institutions  and  gave  them  power  to  grant 
and  revoke  parole,  such  power  to  be  effective  only  upon  approval  by  the 
Attorney  General.  In  1927  an  Assistant  Parole  Attorney  was  made  responsible 
for  final  recommendations  for  parole.  In  May  1930,  however,  the  parole  func¬ 
tion  was  removed  when  Congress  established  a  single  Board  of  Parole  (1*6  Stat. 
272)  to  replace  the  several  institutional  boards  and  gave  the  Board  power  of 
granting  or  revoking  parole  without  final  approval  of  the  Attorney  General. 

The  records  described  in  this  inventory  are  the  records  of  the  Office  of 
the  Pardon  Attorney  that  were  received  by  the  National  Archives  before  July 
1,  1955*  They  are  in  Record  Group  20l*,  Records  of  the  Office  of  the  Pardon 
Attorney,  and  amount  to  855  cubic  feet.  These  records  are  in  no  way  a  part 
of  the  general  files  of  the  Department  of  Justice;  they  have  always  been 
under  the  care  and  control  of  the  Pardon  Attorney  or  his  predecessor.  They 
consist  mainly  of  formal  case  files,  docket  and  record  books,  index  volumes 
and  index  cards,  pardon  warrants,  letter  books  and  other  correspondence, 
and  a  small  number  of  parole  files.  The  records  are  dated  from  1853  through 
19li8,  with  a  few  abstracts  from  State  Department  records  dated  as  early  as 
1793*  The  Office  of  Pardon  Attorney  has  retained  its  other  records,  includ¬ 
ing  some  indexes. 

Related  records  are  also  in  the  National  Archives.  The  pardon  records 
of  the  Department  of  State,  17 89-1893 *  are  in  Record  Group  59.*  General 
Records  of  the  Department  of  State.

and  are  now  in  Record  Group  9h,  Records  of  the  Adjutant  General’s  Office, 

In  Record  Group  J4.8,  General  Records  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  are 
materials  relating  to  the  Utah  Commission,  which  was  appointed  by  the  Pres¬ 
ident  in  1882  to  enforce  laws  pertaining  to  registration  and  elections  in 
the  Territory  of  Utah  and  to  the  practice  of  bigamy  and  polygamy  by  certain 
residents  to  whom  amnesties  were  issued.

Petitions,  correspondence,  memoranda,  and  other  materials  pertaining 
to  applications  for  amnesty  filed  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  section 
6  of  an  act  approved  Mar.  22,  1882  (22  Stat.

Most  of  the  petitions  consist  merely  of  an  oath  that  the  applicant  does 
not  practice  or  countenance  the  Exercise  of  plural  marriage  and  a  recommen¬ 
dation  for  amnesty  signed  by  the  Governor  and  the  Supreme  Court  judges  of 
Utah.  Other  petitions  are  in  the  form  of  personal  letters  to  the  President 
or  the  Attorney  General  from  the  petitioner  or  from  persons  writing  on  his 
behalf.  In  most  cases  the  petitions  have  no  accompanying  papers  except 
letters  of  transmittal;  when  there  are  other  related  papers  they  usually 
consist  of  correspondence,  reports  of  the  United  States  attorney  for  Utah, 
the  report  of  the  Attorney  in  Charge  of  Pardons  to  the  Attorney  General 
on  the  application  for  amnesty,  and  receipts  for  amnesty  warrants  issued. 
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The  reports  of  the  Attorney  in  Charge  of  Pardons  bear  the  endorsements  of 
the  Attorney  General’s  recommendation  and  the  President’s  action.  Peti¬ 
tions  filed  after  1889,  with  their  related  papers,  are  in  jackets  on  which 
usually  appear  the  name  of  the  applicant,  the  date  of  the  application,  the 
case  number,  a  notation  of  the  nature  and  the  dates  of  the  Attorney  General’s 
and  the  President’s  action,  and  other  summary  information.  Among  the  few 
papers  that  do  not  relate  to  any  specific  individual  application  are  a 
memorandum  of  the  Solicitor  General  stating  his  views  as  to  the  suitability 
of  the  oaths  attested  to  by  the  applicants  for  purposes  of  obtaining  amnesty 
under  the  law,  and  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  United  States  attorney  for 
Utah  concerning  the  disfranchisement  of  certain  persons  in  Utah  under  terms 
of  the  Edmunds  Act  and  suggesting  a  general  amnesty.  Except  for  a  few 
applications  on  which  apparently  no  action  was  taken,  the  petitions,  with 
their  related  papers,  are  arranged  numerically,  A-l  through  A-92 .  The 
numbers  correspond  to  the  page  number  of  the  docket  on  which  the  case  is 
entered  (the  dockets  are  described  in  entry  ll).

To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Fed- 
eral  Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of  the 
main  tasks  of  the  National  Archives *  Various  kinds  of  finding  aids  are 
needed  to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records ,  and  the  first  step  in  the 
records-description  program  is  the  compilation  of  preliminary  inventories 
of  the  material  in  the  270-odd  record  groups  to  which  the  holdings  of  the 
National  Archives  are  allocated* 

These  inventories  are  called  n preliminary'1  because  they  are  provisional 
in  character*  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  records  are 
received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  material  or  to  per¬ 
fect  the  arrangement  of  the  records*  They  are  compiled  primarily  for  in¬ 
ternal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  render  efficient  refer¬ 
ence  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  administrative  control  over 
the  records* 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly  states 
the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  records*  The 
records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is,  by  units  of 
records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject  or  activity  or 
that  are  arranged  serially*  Other  significant  information  about  the  rec¬ 
ords  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes* 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records  have 
been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be  revised  and 
the  word  "preliminary"  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  revision.  Meanwhile, 
as  occasion  demands  and  time  permits,  special  reports,  indexes,  calendars, 
and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group  will  be  prepared. 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  overall  picture  of  materials  in  the 
National  Archives  have  been  published,  A  comprehensive  Guide  to  the  Rec¬ 
ords  in  the  National  Archives  (19U8)  and  a  brief  guide.  Your  Governments 
Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have  been  issued*  Forty- 
four  Reference  Information  Papers,  which  analyze  records  in  the  National 
Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small  business,  and  the  Mid¬ 
dle  East,  have  so  far  been  issued*  Records  of  World  War  I  have  been  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  World  War  Agencies  and  Their  Records, 
1917-19215  and  those  of  World  War  II  in  the  two-volume  guide,  Federal 
Records  of  World  War  II  (1950-51) «  Many  bodies  of  records  of  high  research 
value  have  been  edited  by  the  National  Archives  and  reproduced  on  microfilm 
as  a  form  of  publication*  Positive  prints  of  some  lj.,700  rolls  of  this  mi¬ 
crofilm,  described  in  the  List  of  'National  Archives  Microfilm  Publications 
(1953),  are  now  available  for  purchase* 
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INTRODUCTION 


President  Roosevelt,  on  August  18,  19Ui,  asked  Donald  M.  Nelson, 
Chairman  of  the  War  Production  Board,  to  go  to  China  as  the  President’s 
personal  representative  to  see  what  could  be  done  to  help  China  get  on 
her  feet  economically •  He  was  to  concern  himself  both  with  China’s 
ability  to  continue  in  the  war  with  Japan  and  with  her  postwar  future . 

Mr,  Nelson,  heading  what  was  first  known  as  the  Nelson  Mission  to  China, 
left  Washington  for  Chungking  on  August  25,  19UU,  taking  with  him  as  his 
assistants  two  War  Production  Board  officials— Edwin  A.  Locke,  Jr,, 
Assistant  Deputy  Director,  Priorities  Division,  and  James  A.  Jacobson, 
Special  Assistant  in  the  Executive  Office  of  the  Chairman,  The  Mission 
was  to  investigate  and  make  recommendations.  Mr,  Nelson  was  to  assemble 
facts,  listen  to  the  Chinese  estimate  of  the  current  situation,  and  then 
draw  his  own  conclusions. 

Mr,  Nelson  and  his  assistants  held  many  meetings  with  Chinese  Govern¬ 
ment  officials,  Chinese  businessmen,  and  Ambassador  Gauss  and  other 
American  representatives  in  China.  The  Mission  was  provided  by  the 
Chinese  with  such  statistics  as  were  available  on  resources,  expenditures, 
production,  imports  and  exports,  transportation,  prices,  and  requirements. 
Mr.  Nelson  recommended  the  creation  of  a  Chinese  War  Production  Board, 
along  the  lines  of  the  American  War  Production  Board.  The  agency  should 
have  as  its  goal  the  full  and  effective  utilization  of  Chinese  production 
facilities  and  should  have  sufficient  authority  to  bring  this  about. 

With  a  feeling  of  mutual  understanding  established,  the  Nelson  party  re¬ 
turned  to  Washington  on  September  2J4,  I9I4.I4.. 

On  October  1|,  19bb,  Mr.  Nelson  reported  to  President  Roosevelt  on  his 
visit  to  China  and  recommended  a  number  of  steps  the  United  States 
should  take  to  strengthen  China’s  war  economy.  They  were  that  the 
Foreign  Economic  Administration’s  Economic  Mission  then  at  Chungking 
should  be  substantially  strengthened;  that  a  Joint  China-United  States 
Production  Committee  should  be  established  to  coordinate  the  supply 
and  production  problems  of  the  two  countries;  and  that  aircraft  should 
be  allocated  to  the  China  National  Aviation  Corporation  for  the  India- 
China  service.  These  recommendations  and  a  request  to  President  Roosevelt 
from  Generalissimo  Chiang  Kai-Shek  that  Mr.  Nelson  be  sent  back  to  China 
as  soon  as  possible  to  assist  him  with  a  plan  for  China’s  reconstruction 
both  during  and  after  the  war  prompted  the  President  to  ask  Mr.  Nelson 
to  make  another  trip  to  China. 

On  November  9 $  19UU5  the  American  War  Production  Mission  in  China, 
as  it  was  known  until  V-J  Day,  left  Washington  for  Chungking  and  arrived 
there  on  November  16,  19l|l|.  On  the  staff  were  Donald  M.  Nelson,  Personal 
Representative  of  the  President;  Edwin  A.  Locke,  Jr.,  his  assistant; 

Howard  Coonley,  deputy  in  charge  of  the  Mission  in  Chungking,  formerly 
Director  of  Conservation,  War  Production  Board;  James  A.  Jacobson, 
assistant  deputy  in  Chungking;  five  iron  and  steel  specialists;  and  one 
alcohol  production  specialist.  Other  specialists  joined  the  Mission 
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later .  The  Mission  deputies  and  technical  experts  attended  meetings  of 
the  Chinese  War  Production  Board,  of  its  staff  and  technical  committees, 
and  of  the  appropriate  industry  advisory  committees  and  subcommittees. 

The  Mission  also  correlated  its  activities  with  those  of  representatives 
from  the  American  Embassy,  the  Foreign  Economic  Administration,  the  Office 
of  Strategic  Services,  the  Office  of  War  Information,  and  the  United  States 
China  Theater  Command.  The  industry  programs  that  were  carried  on  began 
with  iron  and  steel  and  industrial  alcohol  and  grew  to  include  all  the 
important  war  production  industries  of  Free  China.  Through  the  technical 
programs,  the  Mission  came  into  close  contact  with  Free  China’s  industrial 
structure  and  built  up  a  body  of  information  that  made  possible  a  realistic 
understanding  of  the  Chinese  economy.  By  means  of  these  programs,  the 
Mission  provided  definite,  tangible  assistance  to  Chinese  industry  both 
for  war  purposes  and  for  the  postwar  economy.  Donald  M.  Nelson  resigned 
on  May  15,  1 9i|5,  and  was  replaced  by  Edwin  A.  Locke,  Jr.  The  Mission  be¬ 
came  known  as  the  American  Production  Mission  in  China  on  August  ll±,  19li5, 
and  was  terminated  in  November  19ii5.  Mr.  Locke  submitted  his  report  to 
the  President  on  December  18,  19U5 • 

The  records  described  in  this  preliminary  inventory  are  those  created 
or  accumulated  by  the  American  War  Production  Mission  in  China.  They  are 
a  part  of  Record  Group  220,  Records  of  Presidential  Committees,  Commissions, 
and  Boards,  and  amount  to  11  cubic  feet.  The  greater  part  of  the  records 
are  security  classified.  No  one  is  permitted  to  use  them  without  the  con¬ 
sent  of  the  Department  of  State.

To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of  the 
main  tasks  of  the  National  Archives*,  Various  kinds  of  findings  aids  are 
needed  to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,  and  the  first  step  in  the 
re cords-de script ion  program  is  the  compilation  of  preliminary  inventories 
of  the  material  in  the  270-odd  record  groups  to  which  the  holdings  of  the 
National  Archives  are  allocated,, 

These  inventories  are  called  "preliminary"  because  they  are  provisional 
in  character o  They  are  prepared,. as  soon  as  possible  after  the  records  are 
received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  material  or  to  per¬ 
fect  the  arrangement  of  the  records*  They  are  compiled  primarily  for  in¬ 
ternal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  render  efficient  refer¬ 
ence  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  administrative  control  over 
the  records * 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly  states 
the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that •  accumulated  the  records*  The 
records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is,  by  units  of 
records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject  or  activity  or 
that  are  arranged  serially*  Other  significant  information  about  the  rec¬ 
ords  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes* 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records  have 
been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be  revised  and 
the  word  "preliminary*5  dropped  from  the  tille  of  the  revision*  Meanwhile, 
as  occasion  demands  and  time  permits,  special  reports,  indexes,  calendars, 
and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group  will  be  prepared* 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  overall  picture  of  materials  in  the 
National  Archives  have  been  published*  A  comprehensive  Guide  to  the-  Rec¬ 
ords  in  the  National  Archives  (I9I4.8)  and  a  brief  guide.  Your  Government 1  s 
Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have  been  issued*  Forty- 
four  Reference  Information  Papers,  which  analyze  records  in  the  National 
Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small  business,  and  the  Mid¬ 
dle  East,  have  so  far  been  issued*  Records  of  World  War  I  have  been  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  World  War  Agencies  and  Their  Records, 
1917-1921,  and  those  of  World  War  II  in  the  two-volume  guide.  Federal 
Records  of  World  War  II  (1950-51)*  Many  bodies  of  records  of  high  research 
value  have  been  edited  by  the  National  Archives  and  reproduced  on  microfilm 
as  a  form  of  publication*  Positive  prints  of  some  1|,700  rolls  of  this  mi¬ 
crofilm,  described  in  the  List  of  National  Archives  Microfilm  Publications 
(1953),  are  now  available  for  purchase* 
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INTRODUCTION 


The  United  States  declared  war  against  Germany  in  April  1917 «  In  the 
fall  of  that  year  Col.  E.  M.  House *  at  the  request  of  President  Wilson* 
began  to  assemble  in  New  York  a  group  of  experts  to  collect  and  collate 
data  on  geographical*  ethnological*  historical*  economic,  and  political 
problems  of  Europe  and  other  areas  of  the  world  in  preparation  for  the 
peace  conference*  which  should  follow  World  War  1.  This  group  of  experts* 
called  ” The  Inquiry,”  was  under  the  direction  first  of  Sidney  E*  Mezes  and 
later  of  Isaiah  Bowman.  At  the  time  of  its  greatest  development  it  con¬ 
sisted  of  18  divisions*  11  of  which  dealt  with  special  problems  of  partic¬ 
ular  areas  or  regions.  Its  staff  was  made  up  largely  of  professors  recruited 
from  American  universities  and  colleges.  The  Inquiry  made  a  number  of  in¬ 
vestigations*  many  of  which  related  to  the  Middle  East  and  Middle  Europe; 
and  in  1918  it  assembled  a  large  quantity  of  material  on  national  boundaries* 
In  December  1918  The  Inquiry  ceased  to  be  an  independent  body  and  was  ab¬ 
sorbed  into  the  Division  of  Territorial*  Economic*  and  Political  Intelli¬ 
gence  of  the  American  Commission  to  Negotiate  Peace. 

The  organization  of  the  American  Commission  to  Negotiate  Peace  was  begun 
in  November  1918.  This  body  consisted  of  five  commissioners  plenipotentiary 
of  the  United  States  headed  by  President  Wilson;  a  large  secretariat;  a 
number  of  administrative  officers;  a  group  of  technical  advisers;  and  the 
Division  of  Territorial*  Economic*  and  Political  Intelligence*  The  commis¬ 
sioners  plenipotentiary*  in  addition  to  President  Wilson*  were  Robert  Lansing* 
Henry  White*  Edv^ard  M.  House*  and  Tasker  H*  Bliss.  This  Commission  proceeded 
to  Paris*  where  it  participated  with  the  representatives  of  other  Allied 
Nations  in  drafting  and  negotiating  the  peace  treaties  with  the  Central 
Powers  * 

The  first  plenary  session  of  the  Peace  Conference  was  held  on  January  18* 
1919.  in  the  Hall  of  Mirrors  of  the  Palace  of  Versailles.  Represented  at 
the  Conference  were  the  United  States*  the  British  Empire*  France*  Italy* 
Japan*  Belgium*  Bolivia*  Brazil*  China*  Cuba*  Ecuador*  Greece*  Guatemala* 
Haiti*  Hedjaz*  Honduras*  Liberia*  Nicaragua*  Panama*  Peru*  Poland*  Portugal* 
Rumania*  Serbia*  Siam*  Czechoslovakia  (Republic)*  and  Uruguay. 

The  work  of  the  Conference  was  divided  among  special  commissions  which 
the  Conference  established  to  investigate  and  report  on  specific  problems. 
Among  the  commissions  that  were  established  Y/ere  those  on  the  League  of 
Nations*  on  fixing  the  responsibility  for  war*  on  determining  reparations* 
on  international  labor  legislation*  on  economic  drafting*  and  on  interna¬ 
tional  control  over  ports*  waterways*  and  railroads.  The  most  important 
body  of  the  Conference  was  a  central  commission  composed  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States  and  the  Secretary  of  State*  and  of  the  prime  ministers 
and  foreign  secretaries  of  the  four  other  great  powers— Great  Britain* 

France*  Italy*  and  Japan.  This  commission  v;as  sometimes  known  as  the  Big 
Ten  or  Big  Five. 
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The  results  of  the  Conference  were  embodied  in  the  treaties  that  were 
signed  with  Germany  and  the  other  Central  Powers* 

The  records  described  in  this  inventory  comprise  the  265  cubic  feet  of 
records  of  Record  Group  256 ,  Records  of  the  American  Commission  to  Negotiate 
Peace*  Of  this  amount,  the  records  of  The  Inquiry  account  for  85  cubic  feet. 
Not  all  records  described  in  the  inventory,  however,  were  created  by  The 
Inquiry  and  the  American  Commission  to  Negotiate  Peace.  The  indexes,  lists 
of  papers,  classification  scheme,  and  certain  other  papers  described  below 
as  part  of  Record  Group  256  were  prepared  by  the  Peace  Conference  Section 
of  the  State  Department's  Division  of  Communications  and  Records.  This 
Section  during  the  1930' s  arranged,  classified,  bound,  and  furnished  infor¬ 
mation  from  the  records  of  the  Commission  then  in  the  custody  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  State*
